TO afford an cxa£l ltd of the Bifhops of Scotland, is next to an im* 
poflibility. Almofi all the authors who mention them, differ from 
each other fo much that the truth is extremely difficuh to be got at. 
This is the lefs to be wondered at, whcii it is coniideredythat the country , 
for many centuries after the edabh'fhment of CbniHanity* was defolated 
with intefline broils and foreign inYaiions ; and in the midit of a rui^ 
and barbarous people, it cannot be fuppofed that religious houfes were 
regarded as facred by the flronged party, when revenge or plunder 
fuitcd their inclination or fch^mes. The records of moft of the religious 
fraternities in this cpuntry were* at diflEerent times, either deilroyed, or 
carried off: fo that a catalogue of its Biihopt can only be guefled at 
from charters they have granted, or beejn witneiTes to ; and evea the 
public archives give but a feeble affiftance for fome centuries after the 
edablifhment of Bifhops.— But to proceed : In Scotland there were two 
Archbifhopricks, viz, St Andrew's and G\afgow; azKl twelve Biihopo 
xicks, viz* Aberdeen, Argyll, Brechin, Caithnefs^ Dumblane, Dun- 
J^eld, Edinburgh, (which was ere^ed iqto a See, fo late as 1635, by 
King Charles I.), Galloway, the liles, Moray, Orkney, and Rofs. Al- 
though Glafgow was eredked into an Archiepifcopal See, St Andrew^a 
was always accounted the Metropolitan See of Scotland, ; aqd, before it 
arrived at the dignity of an Archbifhoprick, refilled, with great fpirit, 
all the attempts of the Archbifhops of York in England to become the 
Metropolitan of Scotland. The Sees of Argyll, Galloway, and .th^ 
liles^ were fuffragans to Glafgow ; all the others, to S| Andrew's* 

The See of St Andrew's, 

The legendary tale of tranfporting fome of the relics of the Apoftle 
St Andrew from the city of Patrae in Achaia, is recorded by all the 
ancient Scots hiilorians ; fo that it is neccfTary to mention, what is faid 
of the matter, as it was not only the means of founding this See, but 
of introducing Chriftianity into Scotland» " Regulus, a Greek Monk, 
*• living at Patrae, a city of Achaia, (by whom th^e relics of St Andrew 
** the ApoftFe were preferved and kept), about the year 370, was warn- 
•*, ed in a vifion by night, (thrjce nights before the Emperor Conftantiut 
came to the city' with purpofe to t-ranflate thcfe relics to Conitantif 
nople), to go to the fhrinc in which the. relics were kept, and to take 
•• out thereof the arm-bone, three fingers of the right hand, a tooth, 
•* and one of the lids. of the Apoftle's knees, >vhich he fhould carefully 
*•* prcferve, and carry with him to a rcgian towards the wefl, fituate in 
*^ the utmoft parts of the w^orld. Regulus, at fir fl- troubled with the 
** ftrangenefs of the vifion, after a little time, refolved to obey. So, 
** putting the relics in a little box, he went to faa,, taking copartners 
** with him, Datnianus^ a Prefby ter, Gelafius and Cuhaculusy two Deacons, 
** eijrht Hermits, and three devout Virgins. After long florms, the 
♦* veflcl was ^t laft driven into the bay near the place where St Andrew's 
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'* now flandsy and there was totally wrecked upon a rock ; but Regulus 
'* and his companions were all brought fafe afliore, haying nothing left 
'* them but the.relics, which they were ftudious above all things topre- 
*• ferve. 
'** Herguftuat, King of the Pifta, (in whofe doroiaions the (hire of Fife| 
and all the low country of Scotland, then was), can:ie to vifit them in 
the place >vhere they had fettled, (now St Andrew's) : It was then ^ 
forcft for wild boars, and called Muckrofs. The King changed the 
name into Ealrimont, i. e. the King's Mount, and ^avc to Reguluf 
** and his company all the land of tibat foreft, and eredted a churchi 
** which i^'as afterwards dedicated to 6t Rule or Regulus, and conti- 
** nues landing to tliis day." 

Abern€thy,'in Pcrthfliire, was the metroppUs both of the church and 
kingdom of the Pi6t«. The collegiate church was dedicated to St Bri- 
gida, or Bryde, who died about the year 518. Kepneth III. having 
conquered the Pi£l$, tranilated the Sec. from Abernethy, and called it 
tie Church of St Andrew ; and tlie Biftiop thereof was flyled Maxlmus 
Scotorum Efifcopusm It was erefted into an Archbiihoprick in 1470, by 
Pope

It 
ftiJl remains a parifti-cKurch, fituated about three miles from the river 
Spey, between the caftles of Balvenny and Auchindown, and near fifty 
milestiiftant from the city of Aberdeen. Neftanus, the fourth Bifhop 
of Mortlich, renioyed the feat of the Sec to Old Aberdeen, and there 
it continued till the Revolution.

Dunkeld is a fmall town in Athol/a fubdivifion of Perthfliircy fitua- 
led on the river Tay, fifteen miles north of Perth Conftantine III. 
King of the Pids, founded a monaftery here of Culdees, stbout thcyear 
729, which waff dedicated to St Columba, the patron Saint of that na- 
tion. King Davidy or, as he is called, St David, expelled the Culdees, 
and xhanged their church into a Cathedral for the Bifliop, when he 
founded the See here about the year 11 27. 

This See comprehended the north part of Perthfliire, and a fmall part 
of Fifefliire, and £ome parifhes in Lothian.

Various and uncertain are the accounts of the founding of th^'^ee 
of Orkney. Coniidenng thlt the Orkney and Shetland iflands were 
fubje6t fometimes to the Norwegians and lometimes to the Scot8» little 
authenticated ipatter can be expedked. The feat of the See was at 
Kirkwall, and fo beyond the reach of the Covenanters, who, no doubt, 
sf they had had it in their power, would have made it feel the levelling 
hand of reformation. The church was dedicated to St Servanus, and 
fiill remains entire, and, with Glafgow, are the only two Cathedral 
churches in Scotland that efcaped the vindi^ive fury of the mob. The 
foundation of this See is by fome afcribed to St Servanus, who had 
been ordained a Bifhop by St Palladius, and fentto the Scots by Pope 
Celeftine I. in the beginning of the fifth century. Others again fay 
that St Colm was the founder. The following liii cannot be (aid to 
be complete ; but as it is taken from Keith's Catalogue of BIfhops, it 
is fuppofed to be the fulleft: now extant.

The foundation of the See of Glafgow is a matter tn wWck very few 
Jiiftorians agree ; thzit it is, next to St Andrew's, of thfrb^heft antiquity 
of any See irt Scotland, is beyond doubt. Butwhothe founder was, is 
no where with any certainty mentioned, Kennet, in his Parochial An- 
tiquities', fays, that it wa9 founded by St Kenttgfern, alias I^ungo, in 
the year 560. Some doubt whether Kentigem was Bilhop of- Glafgow, 
and fay, he was only a holy and religioijs pian* who had a ceB there, and 
whofe fandlity was held in fijch hi^ veneration, -that wien the Cathe- 
dral church of this See was dedicated, it was to St Mungp. *8ome au- 
thors cull him Confeffor. Pr Hclyn, fpeakitig of the See of St Afaph 
in Wales, fays, that See was founded by St JCcntigem in 585, a .Scot, 
and then Bifhop of Glafgow. In that See he was the itt^ Bifitdp \ and 
on his return to Scotland, he was fuceeeded as Bifhop by St Ampli, to 
w!ibm the Cathedral church there is dedicated.' From this ft ma./ be' 
inferred, that St Kentigem, ^/4f/Mungo, fgunded the See of Glafgow, 
and was the firft Bifhop thereof; and when a Cathedfttl diwrck' of Tiffi- 
rient grandeur was finifhed, it might be dedicated to 'St 'Mubgo, the 
founder of the See.

called Lairds^ /and all other gentlemen, except Sir William Alexander,

The CHANCELLOlt. 

HE was the chief in matters of juftice ; and in the laws of King 
Malcolm II.. he is placed before all other officers ; and from thefe 
it appears,^ that he had the principal direftion of the Chancery, or 
Chancellary, as it is called, which is his proper office. He had the cu- 
ftodjr of the King's Seal; and he was the Xing's moll intimate coun- 
fellor, as appears by an old law, . cjted by Sir James Balfour : " The 
*' Chancellar fall, at al tymes, affift the King, in giving him counfall 
" mair fecretly nor the reft of the nobility, to quhais ordinances, all of- 
*' ficiaris, als well of the realme as of the Kingis hous, fould anfwer 
" and obey. ThcChancellar fall be ladgit neir unto the Kingrs Grace, 
** for kciping of his bodie, and the feill ; and that he may be readie, 
** baith day and nicht, . at the Kingis commind." By haying the cufto- 
dy of the Great .Seal, he had an opportunity of examining the King's 
^nts and other deeds which were to pafs under it, and to cancel them, 
if tliey appeared again^ law, and were obtained fnrreptitioufly, or by 
&lfc fuggeftions 

King James VI. ordained the Chancellor to have the firft place and 
tank in the nation, ratione officiiy by vijjtre whereof he preiided in the 
Parliament, and in fill courts of judica^e* After the ^eftoration of 
King Charles 11. by a particular declaratory law, Parliament lit, the 
Lord Chancellor was declared, by virtue and right of his office, Prefi* 
dent in all the meetings of Parliament, or other public judicatures of 
the kingdom. Although this aft wais made to declare the Chancellor 
Prefident of the Exchequer, as well as otjier courts ; yet in 1 663 the 
King declared the Treafurer to be Prefident of that court. 

"Ine offijCe of Lord Chancellor was abolifhed by the Union, there be- 
ing no farther ufe for the judicial part of this office ; and to anfwer all 
the other parts of the Chancellor's office, a Lord Keeper of the Great 
' Seal was ere6ied, with a (alary of Lt 3000 a-year.

THIS OfiBce was eftablifhed in Scotland upon King James I/s return 
to Scotland from his long captivity in England. He then made a 
High Treafurer, as Well as a Chamberlain^ who was now confined folely 
to the government of the boroughs. The King's revenue being entirely 
in the management of the TreaTurer> his bufinefs was to examine and 
pafs the accounts of the Sherifis, and others concerned in levying the 
revenues of the kingdom : He alfo received refignations of lands, and 
other fubje6ts9 in ule to be refigned into the King's hands, and to re«- 
vife, compound, and pafs fignatures, gifts, tutory, ^c» all which is 
I now committed to the Court of Exchequer in Scotland. 
i In 1617, the Treafurer is ranked by King James VI. as the firft Of- 
I ficer of State; and, in 1623, when he determined the precedency of 
I his Counfellors, he is ranked next to the Chancellor; in 1663, he waa 
I declared Prefident of the Exchequer. The Office of Comptroller, 
which was fometimes joined with that of Treafurer, and defigned com- 
'ftitorum rotulatory and that of Colle6ior of the new augmentations, 
which were both diftin£^ offices from that of the Treafurer, were all

THIS office was eftablifhed by King James I. upon his return to 
Scotland from his captivity in England ; for in Scodand^ in an- 
cient timesy in attefting of writings, feals were conimoaly affixed ii| 
place of the fubfcription ; and this took place in doouoaents of debt^ as 
well as in writings of more importance, as charters, &c« From this 
pradice great inconveniencies arofe, and writing beCs^e la more gene* 
ral ufe, and the feal is only affixed after the lttbfcriptton» to rcDder 
deeds and other papers of importance the more v^lid. tn Writs granted 
by the King, the affixing of his feal alone gaye them fi^cif dt s^Ithor{ty^ 
without figning. This feal was kept by the X^ord Chancellor ; ba| 
when bufinefs increafed, a Keeper of the Pk-ivy or King's Seal was 
created by King James L who wanted to model the officers aljtout his 
Court after thole he faw eftablifiied at the Court of Etgland. . Thefixir 
ing of the Privy Seal to any deed became a preparatory iiep to obbiin 
the Great Seal to it. (t was, however, in fiome calest a ftiffident fan6kion 
of itfelf to feveral writs which were not to pafs the Great Scial } and it 
came at length to be an eftablifhed rule, which is held to thi^ day, tha^ 
the rights of fuch things as might be conveyed among private .^erfons 
by affignations, as rents, cafualties, or other perfoaal eilate, Wert to 
pafs by grants from the King under l^is privy Seal ftloiitf ; but thofc of 
' lands and heritages, which, amon^fi fubjedts, i^iie tranfmittfd by dif-* 
pofitions, were to pafs by grants from the Kirtg under the Great Seal* 
^Accordingly, the writs in ufe to pafs Dfidef the Frivy 3eal aloiie, were 
gifts of offices, penflons, prefentations to beiiefkres, gift$ of efcheaty 
ward, marriage and relief, baftardy, tdtimus karess aiid fuch like ; but 
as moil of the writs which were to pafs under the Great Seal vftrt firft 
to pafs the Privy Seal, that afforded greater opportunity to examine 
the King's writs, and to prevent his Majefiy or l^is fubje^s frotn being 
burt by obreption or fraud.

Prothvttotary^ which agreed with the Primicerih NotaHufn amongft the 
Romans ; thefe were of the Prince's council^ and therein as his Secrcta* 
ries. He was conftantly to attend the King's perfoh, receive all peti- 
lions and ^memorials that were prefented to. him, and write the Kings's 
anfwers upon them. All letters- pa teut pafTed through his hand, and 
were drawn up by him ; and all trie King's letters, difpatches, war* 
rants, orders, &c. were wrcAe out by him, and generally fubfcribed by 
him He was anfwerable for them, if they contained any thing con*

THE Lord Chief Juftice, or, as it is called in Scotland, the Lor4 
Juftice-General) was placed next the Chancellor in rank. He 
was ancientljy before the Court of Seflion was erected, the Grand 
Jnftidar of ocotland, and his court was originally the only fovereign 
coart of the kingdom, and had a rreat part of that jurifdidion which 
now belongs to the Court of Semon ; and even after the erediion of 
that court, feveral ciTil caufes came before it ; but at length its jurif- 
£6b*on was confined to criminal matters alone, and the Juilice-General 
was empowered to name his own deputies. In the year 1671, the Court 
of Ju^ciary was confUtuted, as it now ftands, by a commiifion undcF 
the Great Seal, afterwards ratified by the regulations made in 1672, 
whereby it is made to confift of the Juftice-General, who is to be per- 

Sual Jnrefident, the Juftice-Clerk, and five of the ordinary Lords of 
Son, and they were declared to be fupreme ordinary Judges of cri- 
minals. The kingdom was divided into three circuits, to which the 
Jadffes went once a-year ; but after the fuppreflion of the heritable ju* 
rifdidionsy the alEzes were held twice a-year Anciently the kingdom 
was divided into two Jufticiaries, viz. North and South the frith of 
Forth. The office was anciently hereditary, in feveral families ; but 
laft of all by the family of Argyle, who furrendered it back tq the;

TIIS Officer in Scotland Uad very extenfive powers. He commandr 
ed the King's ihips and failors, and had the infpedion of all the 
fea-ports^harbpurs^and iea-coafts in thekingdom; and he had'a particula;- 
iribuoaly where the Judges, appointed by blm, decided all caufes rela-. 
ting to fea-affairs> and that according to a particular code of Naval Law. 
His powers likewife extended to the cogpifance of all crimes committed 
at fea> and to al] contrQvcriieSy a^ions^ and quarrels, concerning crimes, 
koiu, and trefpafles committed upon the feaii or in the ports and creeks 
thereof, or in htefi^ waters an4 navigable rivers, fo far as the iea flows 
andebbs. This lie executes by a Deputy, c9nimilIioned by him, and 
is called the Deputy J ifd^e- Admiral, wh9 likewife judges in patteri 
purely commercial, as anung from the fea. 

Adam Hepburn, Earl Qf Both well, was made Hereditary Lprd A dr 
miral of Scotland; and, upon his forfeiture, it was conferred in like 
manner upon Francis Stewart, Earl of Bothwell ; but he being alfo for- 
ieited, King James VI. conferred it upon his cbuiin the Duke of Le-^ 
BOX and Ricl^mondj but the male line of this family becoming extii;i6l 
in 1672, Eling Charles II. conferred it upon his natural fon, whom he 
created Puke of Lenox and Richmond ; but he refigned it into the 
hands of the Crown in 1 703.

THE Oeat ChamberJ^in df Scotland was ranked by King MaU 
colm as thd third Oreat Officer of the CroWn, and was called 
Cameranus Domini Regis* Before there was a Tre^furcr appoint ed, it 
was his duty to colle6^ the revenue of the Crown, and he difburfed th^ 
inoney neceifary for the King's expenceS» and the maintenance of the 
Kind's houfehold. From the time that a Treafurer was appointed, his 
proTince was limited to the boroughs throughout the kingdom, where 
he was a fort of Juftice-GenersiU as he had if power for judging of all 
crimes committed within the borough, and of the crime of foreftalling. 
He was to hold Chamberlain*>ayre8 every year. He was fupreme Judges 
ftor eould any of his decrees be queflioned by any inferior judicatory • 
His fentences were put in execution by the Magiftrates of the boroughs » 
He alfo regulated tne prices of provifions within the borough, and the' 
fees of the workmen m the Mmt-houfe. His faUry was only L 200 
a-jear. The fmallnefs of his falary, and his great powers, had no doubt 
been the eaufes of much opprei&on in this Officer, aild the' Chamberlain- 
me was called rather a legal robbery than a court of jufticc ; and when 
the cofcbined Lords feifiied Eiftg Jfames VI. Auguft 24. 1582, and car- 
ried him to Ruthven Caftle, they iflued a proclamation in the King's 
name, difcharging the Chamberlain-ayres to be kept. The Chamber- 
lain had great fees arifing from the profits of efcheats, fines, tolls, andl 
^ftoms. 

This office was gntnted heritably to the family of Stewart, Duke of 
Lenox ; and when thdir male line failed. King Charles II. conferred It 
, in like manner upon his natural fon, whom he created Duke of Mon4 
Aottth, and on his forfeiture, it went to the Duke of Lenox ; but that 
&Quly furre&dered the office to the Crown in 1 703.

Of the Lord High Steward of ScoTLANOt 

The next great Office^ of the Crown wa^ the Lord* High" Steward. 
He was Judge of the King's houfehold, and the whole family of the 
Royal Palace was under bis care This office was efteemed of great 
dignity, and was held heritably for many years by one family, who at 
laft, when firnames came in ufe, aflumcd for theirs, the name of their 
office, Steward or Stewart. This was done by Walter^ the fon of 
Alan, who was at thd fame tinTe Jufticiar to King Alexander IL in 
1230. This family were frequently nearly allied to the Crown, and at

taft fucceeded to it in the perfon of Robert, eldeft fon to Walter Stew* 
art, in tie year 1371-., This Robert wis the 9th heritable- Lord High 
Stmrd of Scotland, aiid hit fon John, afietnuards King Robert III.

Of the Lord HighXonsta»l£ of Scotl-and.* . - 

This is the next great Officer of the Crown, and whofe o£5ice is of 
great antiquity and dignity. He has two grand prerogatives, viz,&^ 
the keeping of ^he King's fword, which the King, . at his premotion, 
Whea he fwears fealty, delivers to him :naked; Hence £he bac^e of the 
Conftable is a naked fword* — Second* The abfolute and^'unlimited com- 
mand of the King's armies while in the field, in the abfence of the 
Kin?; but this command does not extend to caflles and garrifons. 

He was likewife judge of all crimes committed within two. leagues 
of the King's hpufe, which pr«cin£l was called the Chaff ner of Peace* 

The jurifdiAion of this office came at laft to be exercifed only* aS to 
crimes during the time of Parliament, which fome extended likewife to 
all general conventions. This office was conferred heritably upon the 
noble family of Erroi, by King Robert Biiice, and with them it ftill 
remains, being exprefsly referved by the treaty of Union.

THE See of Armagh is vahied in the King's books, by an extent 
taken anno 30th Henry VIII. at L. 183 i- i? * 5t l"^ money 
ferannumf which amounts to L. 137 : 18 •p^f (the di&rence between 
Irifh and Sterling money being at that titiie one fourth)* But by aft 
extent returned anno 15U1 James I. it is valued at L. 4C>c Sterling /^«r 
annum^ and pays fo much firfl fruits to this day. It is reputed to be 
worth annually L. 8ooo. 

The chapter of Armagh is compofi^d of five Dignitaries^ and fcu^ 
iVcbendarieSy who have voices in every capitukr a£^. The Dignitaw 
IMA a^e thus ranked, viz. a Dean, Chanter, Chancellor, Treafurcr, an4 
Archdeacon. There are alio eight Vicars, choral, and an Organift, 
attendant oil the fervice of the 'Cathedral. The Vicars choral were 
sneiently fewer ; and of the number only one Priefl. Primate. Mar(k 
added another Prieft, but without increafing the number of Vicars. In 
the year 1720, Primate Lindfay obtained a new charter for enlarging 
the number of the faid Vicars to eight, and laid out upwards of lr«40o6 
en a purchafe, in augmentation of the eflate of the Choir. 

St jPatrick, the Apoftle of the Irijfhi built a Church, and fixed a BI-

Tfce 
Bifliops hold their vifitattons, both for this and for that of Connor uni- 
ted to it, in the pari(h-church of Lifburne, being nearcft to the centre 
'of both. 

The church of Downe was repaired by St Malachy Morgair, who traa 
at firft Bifhop of Connor, afterwards Archbifhop of Armagh, and a 
laft having rcfigned the.Archiepifcopal See, became Bifhop of Downe, 
A. D. 11$ 7. About forty years after, Malachy, the third Bifhop of. 
Downe of'that name, by the affiflance of John Courcey, who was call-

L. 2690 a- year. The Chapter of this diocefe is conftituted of a Deaot 
Archdeacon, and four Prebendaries, who have flails in the Choir, and 
voices in the Chapter. The diocefe is not divided into rural Deaneries, 
nor are there any Vicars choral, or choir performance in the iervicc of 
the church. 

It is no eafyHaflc to afcertain the exa<5^ time when this See was feund- 
ed.

There is but one part(h in the diocefe 
that wants a glebe ; nor is there one finecure in it* every ReAory being 
entire* with the cure annexed. Tl^is proceeded frorii the care and pie- 
ty of the 3ifhop8 fdcceeding the Reformation^ who were extraordinary 
men. Before the Reformationt the Bifhop had one third of the tithes ; 
a lay perfoa^ who was the Bifhop's farmer, called a lirtnachy had ano- 
ther, and the other third was allowed for the cure. But BiHiop Mount- 
gomery, who was the firil Bifliop after the Reformaticiny aboliflied all 
thefe* and gave the whole tithes to the dure.

The Cathedral Church of Kildare is, for the moft part, in ruins ; yet 
the walls are ftill (landing, together with the fouth ude of the fteeplct 
and the walls of the nave, which is adorned to the fouth with fix Go* 
thic arches, and as many buttrefles. The north fide of the iieeple is le- 
vel with the ground, and is faid to have been beaten down by a batte* 
ry of cannon planted againft it during the rebellion in 1641. The 
choir has been repaired, dnd here divine fervice is performed. At 30 
yards diilance from the weft end of the church,, is a round tower about 
150 feet high : thefe are peculiar to Ireland, and are thought to have 
been penitentiary towers. Not far from this round tower, is to be feen 
an old fmall building, now in ruins, called the Fire*houfe ; and here it 
is fuppofed that the nuns of St Brigid kept the inextinguifiiable fire. 

The Biihop of' Kildare takes place immediately after the Biihop of 
Meath, and before all the other Biihops of Ireland, although of Jenier 
confccration. The Cathedral is dedicated to St Brigid. The Chapter 
of this See is of a fingular conftitution, and confifls of a Dean, Chanter* 
Chancellor, and Treafurer, and four Canons. The four Canons h?tve 
no titles from any place, but are named ift, 2d, 3d, and 4th Canon* 
There are alfo in this diocefe, an Archdeacon, and eight Prebendaries, 
who are called Prebendaries ad extra* The Archdeacon is no member 
of the Chapter, but hath a ftall in the choir, and a voice in the ele^Ion 
of a Dean only j and fo have the eight Prebendaries a J extra.- Each of 
the Dignitaries or Canons are capable of holding any of the Prebends 
ad extraf but as fuch have only one voice in the cleAion of the Dean.

The Chapter of Ferns is compofed of a Dean, Chanter, Chancellor, 
Treafurer, Archdeacon, and ten Prebendaries. 

Ferns took its name from the hero Ferna, fon of Caril, King of the 
Decies, who was flain in battle here by Gallus, the fon of Morna. This 

• See was anciently Archiepifcopal for a time ; for it mufl: be obferved, 
that, in the early ages of Chriftianity, the title of Archbifliop in Ire- 
land, except that of Armagh, was not' fixed to any particular See, but 
fometimes belonged to one, and fometimes to another city, according to 
the fan6lity and merits of the preflding Bifliop ; and he was not deno- 
minated from his See, but from the province in which his BifliopridL . 
was fltuated.

This See Is valued in the King's books, by an extent returned amo 
a5th Elizabeth, at L. 26 : 13 : 4 Sterling. 

The Chapter of Emly confifts of a Dean, Chanter, Chancellor, Arch- 
deacon, and five Prebendaries, one of which laft is annexed to the Bi- 
fiioprick, and another of them to the Archdeaconry. There is no Trea* 
furer to this Chapter, nor has there been fuch, time out of mind. This 
diocefe is divided into four. rural. Deaneries. 

The See of-"Emly,^ otherwifc called Imelaca-Zbair, is very ancient, 
aiid fuppofed to be founded by St Patrick, and was formerly endowed 
with large pofieffions. Emly is mentioned by fome of the ancient hifto- 
rians as a large flourifliing city, but it is now an inconfiderable village. 
The Cathedral here is dedicated to St Ailbe, who was the firil Bifhop 
of this See. In the church-yard here is ere6ked a large crofs of rough, 
unhewn ftone, about eight feet high from the ground ; and near to it 
is a well, called St Ailbe's well, both of which are held in g^eat vene* 
tation by the fuperflitious Irifli, who flock hither in great multitudes* 
to celebrate the feftival of the Patron, on the 1 2th of September yev* 
ly. In the time of Archbifliop Pallifer, two neighbouring mae^iftratcs 
obtained a licence from him to demolifli the crofs, and fill up the well, 
sis being encouragements to idolatry, and the caufes of fome diforders 
in the country ; yet they never put their defign into execution, and 
the crofs and weu continue there to this day.

This church was fituated in the ifland of ^cattery, 
which lies in the mouth of the river Shannon, between the counties of 
Clare and Kerry* but is a part of the former. Here ^e many nuns ..of 
the church s^nd monaflcry^ and a round tOwer* fuch as at Kildare. The 
Prelates of InjsCathay are fometimes called Bifhops* and fometimes Ab- 
bots.

The Caithedral of Aghadoe is fitiia- 
ted within two miles of the town of Killarney, and has been in ruins 
beyond the memory of man. It was dedicated to St Finian. Nothing 
now remains* of it but a few of the walls, the ftump of one of the round 
tow'ers, and thb remains of a fmall old caille. All that remains of its

Cathedral is. dedicated to- St Carthagh.

- The Ca- 
tliedral Church is ^dedicated to St flannan. This See is fuppofed to be 
founded by St Molua, vrKo was Abbot here ; and it is from him the 
place has its prefent ifame. St Flanpan, the difciple of St Molua, and 
Ion to King Theoddrick, was confeerated at Rome by Pope John IV* 
.ab<mt the 639, and was the firft Bifhop of this See. While he fat here, 
his father Theodbrick endowed the church of Killaloe with many eftates, 
and dying full t>f Tears, was magnificetitly interred in this church by 
liis fon Flannan. The church of Killaloe was efteemed of great fane- 
tity, and was anciently mubh reforted to in pil^mage, of which theiie 
are many inftancfes ; among^ others, C6nor MacDermod O'Brien, King 
of Thomand ahd Defmond, died at Killaloe in pilgrimage, in the year 
1 142.

About the end of the 
twelfth century, the ancient See 'of Rofcrea was united and annexed to 
this church ; by which union the diocefe t>f Killaloe became very large, 
k that it contained about 116 parifh -churches, befides chapels. As to 
the original bf the church of Rofcrea, it is mofl certain, that St Cronan, 
who was Bifhop, or as fome fay, Abbot, was the firft founder of it^ and 
flourifhed about the year 620. The Sec, of Kilfenora, alias TenaborOj 
has been held in commendam with this See ever fince the year -. . 

It is to be lamented, that the catalogue of Bifhops of this See, who 
vere the immediate fuccclTors of St Fiannan, is fb very defe^ive, no 
certainty being lo be had of them until the arrival of the Englifli in

Siionks.^ After inany centuries, and a little before the arrival of the 
Ehglifh in Ireland, this See of Elphin was enriched with many large 
eftates, upon the tranflation of the See of FLofcommon to it.

St Br£ndai)^ the fon of Finloga, cotemporary with' St Brendan of 
Birr, and his fcUow-ftudent, founded an Abbey at Clonfert, near the 
Shannon, A. D. 558, over which he was Abbot himfelf, and was buried 
is it, after a life of 93 years. He died at Enaghdune on Sunday the 
16th of May 577> from whence his body was conveyed to Clonfert, and 
there (as I faid) interred. His life is extant in Jingling Monkifli Metre, 
in the noble Cotton Library at Wcftminfter. In his- time, the Catbc- 
dral of Clonfert .famous in ancient times for its fcven altars) wa» 
founded. Colgan makes St Brendan the founder and firft Bifhop of 
Clonfert, and ms that he abdicated and placed St Moena in his room. 
Others again make St Moena the firft Bifhop, We find in the Ulfter 
annals, under the year ^71 or 572, the death of the firil Bifhop of thii 
Sec thus remarked ; *' Moena, Bifhop of Clonfert- Brenain, went to 
" reft." Brendan being yet alive, the day of Moena's death is placed 
»n the ift of March. His true name was Nennius or Nennio ; but it is 
common with the Irifli to add the monofyllable nto^ which fignifieth 
mncj to thp proper names of their faints, out of refpefi and tendernefs*

The church of Duach is indebted for its original to St Colman, the 
fen of Duach* He was defcended from -a noble family at Connaugh^ 
and very nearly related to Guair, King of that country. To diftinguifh 
him from other Colmans, his cotemporaries, he was ufually called af- 
ter his father, Macduach, or the fon of Duach. He was very fond of 
laafcetic life, and, is faid to have lived in a wildemeis in the fouth parts 
t& Connaught, feven years, with only one companion. From this life of 
retirement, he was, in the end, made Bifhop, and fixed his See in a place, 
which, from his firname, was called Kilimacdnach, or the church of 
^e fon of Duach ; but, in common acceptation, is corruptly called 
Kilmacough. This ehurch was endowed with large pofleffions by 
Guair, King of Connaught, aUd his fucceiTors* St Colman flourifhed 
about the c&fe of the 6th or the beginning of the 7th century. His 
fcftiTai is kept on the 3d of February*

He was confecrated by St Patrick ; from whence it is manifeft,' that be 
flourifhed in the ^th century. His feftival is obferved the 1 2th of AtN 
ipift ; but the time of his death is uncertain. The author of t£e 
tripartite life of St Patrick, in giving an account of that Saint's pro« 
grefs through Connaught, fays, '* That he came .to a pleafant place, 
'* where the river Muadas (Moy) empties itfelf into the ocean ; andoa 
'* the fouth banks, of faid river, he built a noble church, called KHl* 
*' Aladh, of which he made one of his difciples, Muredaeh, the firft 
'^ Bifhop." If this be fo, the time of the foundation of this church is 
pretty nearly to be guefled at : For St Patrick made his journey into 
Connaught in 434, and continued there feven years, until 441, between 
' which two periods we may fafely place the foundation of this church. 

Killala is fituated near the river Muad or Moy, in the couaty of 
Mayo ; and the BMhops of this Sec are fometimes called, by our hiilo* 
riauB, Bifliops of Tiramalgaid, from the territory which furrounds it, 
I now corrupted into Tyrawly. They are alfo fometimes caUed Biihops 
of O'Fiacra-mui, or O'Fiacra, on the river Moy, from a territory of 
that name, extended along the laid river, to diftingruiih it from another 
territory of the fame name in Connaught, called O'Fiacra Aidne, which 
lies in the county of Galway. There are very few traces remainingof 
the fucceflbrs of St Muredaeh before the arrival of the Englifh. The 
names of two only occur in hiftory.

St Finian, Bifhop of Clonard, founded the church of Adud, com^ 
monly called Achonry, and Achad-Conair, and anciently AchadChayia^ 
about the year 530 ; and the fite 00 which it was built, was granted by 
a Dynaft or petty Prince 'of the territory of Luigny. St Finian havij^ 
built this church, immediately gave it to his difcipne Nathy, called ii^ 
itifh Datht, i. e. David,* who went by two names; ^for he was coin* 
iDonly called Comrah or Cruimthir, and was a man' of ffreat fanftitf^ 
The lad of thefe names, in old triih, iigniiies a prieJl$ the other has a 
religious meaning. His feftivahis celebrated on the 9th o£ Augtifti 
iUld this church is dedicated to his memory.

ON the i8th of May 1784, an a£k of Parliament pafliedy empowcru^ 
his Majefty to appoint fix Privy Counfellors to be Commiffioners for 
the afiEairs of Ipdia ; one of his Majefty's Principal Secretaries of State, 
and the Chancellor of the Exchequer for the time being, always to be 
two of them ; three of whom (half make a Board ; and the faid Secre- 
tary of State to be Prefident ; and in his abfence, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer ; and in abfence of bothy' the fenior Commiffioner fhall be 
prefident. Their powers are very great, they havine the fuperintend* 
ance and controul over all the Bntifh territorial po^ffions in the £|ft 
Indies, and over the affairs of the United Company of Merdianta tra« 
ding to the Eaft Indies* 

The Prefident has the cafting vote. His Majefly may revoke tbe 
commiffion at pleafure, and appoint new Commiifioners.

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•f, having been intcnrupjted from gafl^ng tke great feal, by the trial pf 
the claim pf the Earl of Cardigan, (now DuJtc of Montague), for the 
property of St Vincent, before tlje Privy Council, it was the gth of 
April 1 764 before they were, felled, aUhough the King's inftru<aioo« 
to the Governor were dated in Uccember 1763. 

Dominica was feparated from the general government in 1770, aa 
was $t Viaccnt in 1776 ; and I'raflce retained poffeffion of Tobago U 
virtue of its ceffion by the pe^ce of Yerfailles in 1783.

THiA. Mpft Noble and Illuftnous Order, (if wtf confider either Itt 
aotiquky, or the oobl^Qcfs of the perfonages that have been in« 
]rolledtibereia)).(93CGel8 and-outTies all other inftitutious of honour in the 
whole wdrld^ aad owe« itB original to the great hero of that age, £d« 
ward III. ; who conquered France and Scotland, and brought their 
KiQgB prifppera to. England. 

It began, in i.SJo^ the 24th year of his reign, viz. 1 19 years before 
the foundation of the order of St Michael, by Lewis XL- King of 
France, in 1469; eighty years before the inftitution of the order of 
the Golden Fkece» by Philip IL the fecond Duke of Burgundy, in 
'430; «qd.J90 years before Xing James VI. of Scotland rcUored the 
order of St Andrew, or the Thiflle ; and 209 years before the order of 
the £k(»hdnt was inftituted in Denmark. 

King £dwairdy upon a view of recovering of France, (which de* 
fccflded to hioi by right of his mother), made, it his bufinefs to drav 
the beil foldiers of £ur6pe into his intereft, and thereupon projedin^ 
and fetting up King Arthur's Round Table, he proclaimed a folema 
tilting, %(y invite foreigner^ of quality and courage to the exercife. 
» The place for the lolemnity being fixed at Windfor, he, upon new* 
year's day, in the year 1344, publimed his royal letters of protcdiofi, 
for the fafe coming and return, of fuch foreign Knights as had a mind 
! to venture their reputation at thofe joufts and tournaments, which .wex^ 
to be held on the 19th of January enfuing. 

Moreover,; he provided a great fupper, to begin the folemnity ; and 
then ordaining this feaft to. be annually held at Whitfuntide, he, for 
that purpofe^ eredbed a particular building in ihe Caftle, wherein he 
placed a roUnd table of 200 feet diameter, in imitation of King Ar- 
thur's at Winchefter, and thereat entertained the Knights, at his own. 
expence, of L. f eo per week. 
This mighty and invincible Prince Edward, being endowed with 
^ great piety, recommended himfelf and his companions to the protec- 
tion ot St George of Capp^docia, whofe parents being Chriftians, af- 
forded hm. th^ advantage of being educated in that religion ; and he 
taking to the profefiion of arms, was made a Tribune, or Colonel, (in 
Paleftme, his mother's country), and behaving with great courage^ he 
was raifed to higher ftations by the Emperor Dioclefian ; but St George 
complaining to the Emperor of the feverities he ufed towards the Chri- 
ftians, and arguing in their defence, he was thereupon thrown into 
prifon, and cruelly treated \ and the Emperor perceiving his conftancy 
to the Chriftian. religion was not to be maken off, he was, on the 23a 
•f April, in the year 290, drawn, through the city, and beheaded. 
Thus he received a crown of martyrdom. And that his memory might, 
b« ilili continued. King Edward gave \i\% companions, for part of their 
daily habit, the image of the faid faint, (fitting on horfeback, en-

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ountcring a dragon, with a tilting fpear), appendant to a blue riband^ 

' ontinjjaily to be worn about their ncik*.' 

. In i.^4.7» the i^d KiAg» iffiaafg odDhiB {garter, for dk fignal of a 

battle that was crowned with fuccefs, (fuppofed to be CreflyiL where 

he took John King of France prifoner, and brought hioi to'£ng1andy 

at which time he hadalfo David King of Scotland prifoner in England; 

'and Edward the Black Prince, (To catlecl fh>m his black armour}^ Bs 

' elded fon, expelling the rebels of Caitilcy' and "enthroning Don Pedro, 
their lawful King ; he, upon thefe mighty and glorious expiloSts, I^H- 
tuted this Order, giving the Garter pre-eminence amottgft it* enfigiSb, 
whence the feleA number, whom he incorporated into a fjb^ternity, 
were ftylcd, Eqmt^s aurca Perifi;elidcy viz.- KtiiOHTS 6l^ 4*»*B'GoLi>»M 
Gai^ter ; and the habit and enfigns x)f the Order, together wi^ the 
forms of inveftiture, . af e as'follows, viz. 

Garter, Surcoat, Mantle, George, Cap, and Feather/ 1^ fear>£rft 
whereof were afligned by the Founder, and the reft by Kmg Henry VIII. 

. And all thefe together are called the whole habit or feniigns of the" Or- 
der, of which we ftiall give of each a fuccinft account. 

The principal is the Garter, and is the firft part of the habit tliat is 

' prefented to Sovereign Princes, and abfent Knights, who, and alt other 
JCnights ele6l, are firft adorned therewith,' and, as foon' as they are 
invefted with it, become Knights Companions of the Mt>ft Kobte Order. 

• This part of the habit is worn on the left leg, betweeit the kncd and 
the calf, and by the original ftatutes of the Order, was meant to pat 
the Companions in mind, that as by their Order they were joined in a 

' firm league of aitity and concord ; fo, by their Garter, "as hjr a faft-tie 
of affe^ion, they were obliged to love one another. On' the Gart6r is 
this motto, HoNi soiT ctyi MAL Y FENSE, embroidci^ trith gold 
letters, on blue vpl vet. ^ 

When the Sovereign dcfigns'.-to eleft a Companion into this Moft 
Noble Order, the (Hhancellor of the Order draws up thjs letters, whkh 
faffing both under the Sovereign's (ign manual and the fignet of the 
Order, are fent to theperibn ele&ed,*by Garter' Prifikftpai King atArms% 
and are to this effeft": \ • ; 

" We, with the Companions of our Moft Noble Order of the Gar- 
*« ter, afferabled in Chapter holden this prefent day,, at 'our C^flle of 
*' Windfor, confidering the virtuous fidrfity you have fhown, and the 
** honourable exploits you have done in our fervice, by rindicating and 
*• maintaining our juft right, Cfftf. have elefted and chofert you one of 
** the Companions of the Order: Therefore, we require J you to 
** make your fpeedy repair to us, to receive the enfigns thereof, and 
*' be ready for your inftallatlon, upon the day of thiff 

•« prefent month,'* \^e. ^ ■' ^ 

\'Vlien a Knight EleA id invefting with the Garter, the foBowing uk* 
jnndlion is pronounced: ** To the honour of God Omnipotent, aodia 
** memorial of the bleffecl martyr St George, tie about thy leg, for 
" thy renown, th\s noble Garter ; wear it as the fymbol of this. Moft 
** lUuftrrous Order, never to be forgotten or laid af^de, that thereby 
*< thou mayeft be admonilhed to be courageous ; and having linderta- 
** ken a juil vtrar, -in which thou fhailt be engaged, , thou mayeft ftaad 

• ** firm, valiantly fight, and fucctfifully conquer.'* 

Aft 
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Ad foon as the Garter is buckled on, and tke admonition pronoun- 
ccdi.' the Knif hf Is brought bifdi^e the Sovereign, who j)uts about him 
a fkjfccflouiw^-fibattd, whereunto Is appendant (wrought in gold, en- 
circied wth* the Garta*) the image or St George on horfeback, en» 
countering the dra^^on '; and the following admonition is pronounced : 
*f "Wear this ribaAd, adorned with the image of that blefled martyr 
•* and feldier of'Chrift, St George, by whofc imitation provoked, thou 
^ mayeil fo overpafs both profperous and adverfe adventures, that ha« 
^ ▼irig' ftoutly" vanquiftied thy enemies, both of body and foul, thorn 
^ majr^flf not only receive the praife of the tranfxent combat, but be 
** croWned with the piilm of eternal yidlory." 

We ihall nofw give a defcription of the drefs and inftalment of a 
Knight of tKsOi-der.' The ftockings and breeches (being oi one piece) 
are of pear^colotired filk, and caued pantaloons* On the outude of 
the knee is fixed a knot of open lilver-lace and ribands intermixed, ia 
the form of a large rofe, a6d a little below the left knee, the Garter. 
His flioes are of white fhammy, vtrith red heels, have each a knot (as the 
former} on the exterior fide. His doublet is cloth of iilver, adorned 
before and behind, and down the fleeves, with feveral guards, or rows 
of open filver-lace, each lace having a row of fmall filver-buttons, fet 
down the middle. Thd cuffs are open, and adorned with aforementioned 
filver-lace^'' and ribands fet in feveral loops. At the bottom of the uppef 
ieam of each cuff is fixed a knot of filver ribands, that falls over his gloves* 
wiiich are of kid, laced at the top with filver, and adorned at the open* 
thg' with a knot, as on that of the cuffs. Then his troufers, which are 
of the fame cloth as his doublet, and adorned with two rows of lace and 
ribands, as before mentioned, intermixed and fet at Onall diftanceSf 
that the ground appears between them, being buckled round his waift^ 
are in form of apair of puffed breeches, reaching to the middle of his 
thighs. And in this habit (having a blue riband fpread over his left 
(houlder, and brought under the left arm, with the George appendant 
thereto) he proceeds from his loggings in the Caftle, to the Chapter* 
houfe, where,' difrobing himiielf of his upper garment, he is in veiled 
^th a furcoat ofcrimfon velvet, lined with white taffety, during which* 
the following admonition is adminiftered to him : ^* Take this robe of 
** crimfon, to the increafe of your honour, and in token or fign of tlvc 
Mdft Noble Order you have received, wherewith you being defended* 
may be bold, not only ftrong to fight, but aHb to oSer yourfelf to 
fhed your blood for Chrift's faith, the liberties of the Church, and 
** the juft and nec^fTary defence of them that are opprdOfed and needy." 
After this, his fword is girt clofe about him, over his furcoat, with a 
belt the fame as the coat, and then bearing his cap in his hand, which 
is of black velvet, adorned with a plume of white feathers, with a le- 
mon fprig in the'middle« he proceeds to hig initallation in St George's 
Chapel, being conduced between two Knights Companions of the Or-, 
dcr, to the feat beldW his ftall, where, he (Garter King at Arms ha-, 
ving, on a cri mibn velvet cufhion, laced and tafTelled with gold, brought 
the mantle, coHar, Hood, and book of ftatutes) laying his right hand 
00 the NeW Teftament, the fdlowin? oath is adminiftered to him : 

** Youl)feing chofeft' to bdb^ig of* this honourable company of this Mod: 

** Noble Ordct of the' Garter, fhall promife amlfwear by the Holy 

. ** Evangclifts, 
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SjTz Knights of the Garter. 

** Evangeliftsy bf you here touched, that wittingly or wilHnffij ycm 
*f (hall not break any ^atute of the faid Order, or any artides in them 
'' contained, the fame being agreeable^ and not repugnant to t]^e laws 
*^ of Almighty God* and the laws of this Realm»- as far forth as to 
^ you belongeth and appertaineth : So help you God ' and hia Holy 
V Word." As foon as he has taken this oath» he is poadu^lcd to his 
ftally and invefted in the followioff oianner ; The . oi^tle^ i^hich is 
lined as the furcoat, is of (ky-coTou^ed velvet, adorned on the Idt 
flioylder with St Cxeorge's crofs, encircled with the Gartert wreathed 
on the edges with blue and gold ; and the &id miuitle being put on him 
by the two Knights that led him into the choir, is faftened about his 
neck with a cordan or robe*ilring, made of the fame coloured filk, and 
Venice gold twifted, the ends whereof are* made into large knots or 
buttons, enriched with a caul and fringe. And whilft the ceremony of 
the invellitur^ of the nuintle (wbiob is tied upon the right (houlder) is 
performing, the admonition proper thereto is pronounced by the Re* 
gxfter : " Receive this robe of heavenly colour, the livery of the Moft 
^' Excellent Order, in augmentation of thy honour, ennobled with the I 
*^ fhield and red crofs of our Lord, by whoft power thou mayeft iafdy 
f* pierce troops of thy enemas, and bf over them ever vi^orious ; and 
'^ being, in this temporal warfare, glorious in egregious and heroic \ 
f* a6lioni, thou mayeft obtain eternal i^nd triumphant joy." Thehood^ 
which is of crimfon velvet, and lined with white ta£Fety, was formerly 
worn on the head ; but the cap being fubilituted in its place, it is now 
fattened to the right fhoulder over the mantle, to the tippet which 
comes athwaft the breaft, and tucks under the girdle. The collar, 
which Weighs 20 ounces Troy, if of pure gold, and was introduced by 
King Henry VIII. and contains 26 garters enamelled, and as many 
knots, alluding to the Sovereign of the Order, and his 25 KnighUf 
Companions, and, with rofes and mottjos, ^re exaiftly formed and join- 
ed, whereunto 6t George on horfeback, in armouri is appendant, en* 
countering the dragon with a tilting fpear ; which medal, being of pure 
gold, is often enriched ^ith jewels. The collar is put over the hood 
nnd mantle, and faftened to the fhoulders by a filver riband^ and an ad- 
monition adminiftered, the fame as when invefted with the riband. 
When the pap and feather is put on the Knight's head, he is completely 
invefled; and, after divine feryice, and feveral religious ceremopies, and 
offerings at the altar, they, with trumpets founding, march to dinner 
prepared for them in St George's hall. 

Until the reign of King Charles II. the riband> with the lefler George, 
ufed to be worn round the neck, but he ordered it in future to b^ 
worn from the left {houlder, coming under the right arm. And th^ 
fame King ordered, that the Sovereign and Knights Companions, alfo 
the Prelate and Chancellor of faid Order, Should at all times, in all 
places and aflemblies, Hvhen they were not adorned with their robesj 
^vear> upon the left ^de of their poats, cloaks, pr riding paflbcks, 
jtfae crofs of the Order, encompafied with the Garter, to fhewthe worl(i 
to what height of honour they were arrived to, froni the &id noble Or* 
^er, inflituted for perfons of the greateft worth and merit ; and to 
\hp cjrofp afid g^ter, }ic f^ddc^ a fiJver ft^t of eight points, to be vow 
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hj the Knights on their left fides ; and by the ftatutes of faid Order, 
they, are never to appepu*- in. public without their garter^ lelFer George, 
andftar, except upqn the principal and folemn feafts, when they are* 
to wear their collars. 

. Atthe ereat folemnity.of the inftallation of a Knight pf the Gar- 
ter, his heltnety creft, fword, banner, and plate, are to be Tet over hitf 
ibdl in the Chapel of St George in Windfor CaHle, as a mark of ho- 
nour, and are to remain during his being of that Order, the plate con- 
taining a defcription of hit name and titles : And, at all times and 
pUces, the arms of a Knieht Companion of the Garter are to be en- 
circled by the Garter, with the motto thereon. . • 

The Royal Founder of this illuftrious Order having cftablifhed rules 
and ftatutes for its government, he next refolved to elc6^, from'thofe 
who had moft fighahzed themfelves by their heroic anions, twenty- 
five of the moft celebrated Knighu, who, together with himfelf, ftiould 
make up the number twenty-fix, of which number this Order has al- 
ways confifted. When this Order was founded, the famous WilHam of 
Wickham, Bi(hop of Winchefter, who was minifier to King Edward III. 
had influence with that Monarch to get himfelf named Prelate to the 
Older, which office he got annexed to his See. The Bifhop of Salifbury 
is Chancellor of the Order, ?nd the Dean of Windfor Is Regifter, The 
«ther oncers are named by the King. 

Of this Moft Noble and Illuftrious Order of the Garter, there

An HiiTORicAL Account of the Oadeh of tlici 
THisTLfi^ or St And&ew. 

THIS Order was founded in i ^40, br King James V. who beiaf 
honoured with the Order of the Garter from hit uncle Kiog 
Henrj VIII. with the Golden Fleece from the Emperor) and the or« 
der of St Michael from France, refolved to be in royal mode, and fo 
/made this Order for himfelf and twelve Knighta, in imitatic^ of Chrift 
and his twelve Apoftles. Then celebrating all the feftivala of thefe or- 
ders, he fet tip (heir arms and badges over the gate of his palace of Lii^ 
lithgow, Joing St Andrew with them. 

Some Scotch writers, ever fond of antiquity, not fatisfied with the oo« 
▼elty of this inilitntion, afFe6^ to call it moft ancient as to its derivatioiu 
But for this they have no better warrant than the dream of King Hud« 
gus the Pid, to whom St Andrew faking a midnight vifit, promifed 
him a fure vi6lory over his foes the Ndrthumbrians ; and the next day, 
St Andrew's crofs appearing in the air, he made his words good, and 
the Northumbrians were defeated. On this ftory, as they'lay. King 
Achaius, about the 800, framed the Order of the St Andrew, 700 ^ears 
hAoxt King James V. revived it. But after fo many ages, it is re* 
markable that no foreign teftimonies or authors are produced, no co- 
temporary vouchers to confirm, or even fo much as mention it ; fo that 
this part, relating to its great antiquity, muft be given up as a fiible. 

Immediately after King .Jamas V. had founded and enabliflicd this 
Order, he died in 15429 which put#an end to th^ defign for that time; 
for it being about the time of the Reformation, when religious difputcs 
run to a great heteht, it was deemed impious to imitate, in an Order of 
Knighthood, Chriil and his Apoftles; nor was this honourable Order 
thought of, till King James VII. of Scotland, and II. of England, re- 
newed it, by making eight Knights, on the 27th of Mar 1687. But 
the glorious Revolution happening next year, no more Knights were 
adddd till December 1 70)), when her Majefty Queen Anne was moft gra- 
cioufly pleafed to fill up the vacant ftalls, agreeable to the originil fta- 
tutes ot the Order, to which (he added lome new rules. In i7M» 
King George I. was pleafed to confirm the ftatutes of Queen Anoe, 
nai feveral more, particularly that of making rays of glory to furround 
the figure of St Andrew, which hangs at the collar \ and, as eledioos 
and inftalments were both wanting, his Majefty ordered that chapters 
of ele^ion fhould thenceforth be held in the Roval prefence ; and the 
^reat wardrobe to provide fuitable mantles, and otner veilments, for 
the Knights and omcers of the Order. 

llie enfigns are, the image of St Andrew in a purple robe, irradiated 
as before obferved, and vefted in cloth of gold, with the white crofs of 
martyrdom on his bread, and is pendant to the collar pf faid Order, as 
worn by the Knights on their feaii day, (being the 30th of November), 
and other great occafions. 

The collar is made of gold, with thiftles and fprigs of rue linked to* 
£[ether, enamelled green, being ^e two ancient fymbols of the Scots 
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lid Pifti ; the one not to be handled without bcii^ hnit, and tht 
other an antidote againft infe6kion. Henee the motto. Nemo nu mw> 
fwu laeejfit. The armi of the Knighta CompaoionB are encircled witb 
the motto* 

The common badges worn by the Knighta are, a croA furmounted hf 
• ftar of four iilver points, and oyer them a green circle, and lettered 
with gold, containing the motto ; and in the center is a thiUle proper ; 
the whole being embroidered on the left breaft s and with the collar, aU 
ways worn with the other enfign, which is a green riband fpread over 
the left (hottlder, and brou^rht under the left arm, pending to which it 
the image of St Andrew, within an oval of' gold, enamelled green, with 
the fame motto ; but fometimes they wear a thiftle crowned, encircled 
after the fame manner* 

King James appointed the Knights to wear the imi^e of St Andrew, 
pendant to a blue riband ; which continued fo till Queen Anne chaQ« 
ged it for that of green, ak it is now worn. .

AtuHis'DQJliCAL AccovjJT of thc Inftitution of the Mi- 
ll tary Order of the Bath, with a Lift of the 
^NiOHTs of that Honourable Order, created in each 
Reign, and a particular Account of the Ceremonies 
ttfed atthelnftaUation in 1725, when the Order was nt* 
vived by King G£org£ I. 

THE iintiquity of Koightliood of the Bath ts {uppdTed to have been 
pra&ifed by the ancient Franks, the inhabitants of Lower Ger* 
ttaof, widi :f7hom, it is highly probable, the Saxons, who invaded 
Eagland, had the lame common defcent, and who, with other cuftoma^ 
upon tlieir fettling here, introduced the fame method of £lnighthood« 
Tkefe ancient >^^nks, when they conferred Knighthood, ofaferved» a-* 
mongft other folemn rites, bathing before they performed their vigils f 
^icfa rites onnfiinued to be pra6iifed in England* a^d from thence were 
denqminated Kni^srftie B^h^ 

In the reign o? Henry IV. there was a degree of Knighthood fpeci* 
fied under the exprefs appellation of the Bath* That King, on the day', 
of his coronation in the Tower of London, conferred the (iune upon 
folty fix Efquires, who had watched ail the night before, and had 
bathed themfelves. From that time it was cuftomary with our King* 
to confer this dignity preceding their coronations, the coronations of 
their Queens, the birth ai]ld marriage of the royal iifue, and their firiL 
fedvancement to bohours, upon their dedgned expeditions againil: thear 
foreign enemies, upon inftallations of Knights of the Garter, and whcR 
foiQe grand anniverfary feilivals were celeorated. 7 he lail Knights of 
the Bath fo made, Was at the coronation of King Charles XL in 1 66i $ 
after which the Order was ncgleAed, until the year 1725, when Kinr 
George I. was moft gracioufly plcafed to revive it, and to order a book. 
of ftatutea for the government of the Order. By this the number «f 
Knights is fixed to thirty-eight, viz. the Sovereign, and thirty-feven 
Knights-Companions. The apparel of a Knight of the Bath, is a red 
furcoat, lined and edged with white, girded about with a white girdle* 
without any ornament thereon ; the mantle is of the fame colour and 
linin?, made fail: about t^e neck with a lace of white filk, having a pair 
^ white gloves tied therein, with taiTels of filk and gold at the end ; 
which mantles are adorned upon'the left fhoulders with the enfign of the 
Order, being three imperial crowns or, furrounded with the ancient 
aotto of this Knighthood, Tria junila^ in uno^ wrought apon a circle 
gdts^ with a glory or rays iffuing from the centre, and under it the lace 
of white filk, heretofore worn by the Knights of the Bath. 

They have red breeches and nockings, and have white hats, with a 
l)iume of white feathers thereon. 

The King allowed the Chapel of King Henry VIL to be the Chapel 
^f the Order, and ordered, that each Knight's banner, with pktes of 
his arms and ftyles, fliould be placed over their feveral ftalls, in like 
Inanner as the Knights of the Garter in St George Chapel in the Caftle 
^f VVindfor, and he allowed them fupportcrs to their arms. 

His Royal Highnefd Prince WilUami fccond fott to the Prince of 

W^es, 
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Wales* on this occafion* wai made the firft Knight Coiiipaiii<Mi» aal 
kk Grace the Duke of Montagu, Grand Maftef of the Order, the Dei4 
«sf Weftminfter, (for the time being). Dean of the Order ; the other 
officers of which are, Bath King of Arms, a Geacalogift, Regifter and 
Secretary, Gentleman Ufher, and Meflenger. 

CiaiMONies obferred at the IwsTALfcATi^N of the Kmigrts Com- 
rANiONs of the Moft Honourable O&Dia of the Bath, upooTburf* 
day, June 17. 17154 

« The Knights having apparelled themfelres in the habit of the OrdeTi 
in the chambers belonging to the Speaker of the Houfe of Commoni, 
ftnd the proxies of the abfent Knights, taking upon their right arms the 
mantle ot their principal, from thence repairol to the Prince's Chamber 
(their Chapter-room) about ten of the clock in the forenoon ; and the 
perfons who were to attend this ceremony, being ranged according td 
their degrees, and waiting upon the ftairs that lead from that room, a 
iblemn proceffion was made from theiice to the weft door of the Abbe? 
Church of Weftminfter, through St Margaret's church-ymrd, by a pal* 
fage railed in, floored with boards, and cotered with doth, in the fol- 
lowing order : ^ 
- The Drums of his Majefty's houfeholid. The Drum 'Major attending! 

A Kettle drum, and his Majefty's Trumpets^ the Serjeant-Tnun* 
^eter attending* 

Twelve Alms -men of the Church of Weftminfter, going two and two 
in their gowns, having three imperial crowns, embroidered upon thst 
part which covered their right fliouldcrs* 

The MelTenger of the Order, in a furcoat of white filk, lined and 
edged red, having a hood of the fame affixed to it, and upon his right 
Ihoulder the plain efctttcheon of the Order, azmre^ three imperial crowaf 

Efquires of the Knigtits Companions in the like drefs, going three 
«ad three, all of them in red ftockings ; thofe of the Knights in the 
loweft ftalls foremoft, according to their courfes. 

The Prebendaries of the Church of Weftminfter, tw^ « and two, is 
white mantles lined with red, having the badge of the Order on their 
nght (houlders. 

The Purfuivants of Arms in their tabarts ; the Heralds in tabarti aod 
collars ; the Provincial Kings of Arms in tabarts, collarsa and with 
their badges* 

* Then the Knights Companions, all habited in their mantles and fm^ 
«oats, and each carrying in his hand the white hat, adorned with the 

flume of white feathers | the proxies only carrying the mantles ot their 
Vincipals upon their right arms, going by pairs, according to the ibl« 
lowing fcheme, wherein thofe in the loweft ftalls went foremoft*

Mward Younge, Efq; RegiHer of the Order, habited in a mantle 
like the Prebendaries, having lender it a furcoat like the Efquires, and 
<in his breaft, hanging to a gold chain, an efcutcheon enamelled on a 
field azuriy thre^ imperial crowns ^r, the arms of the Order ; havings 
in the centre the reprefentation of a book bound ytf/r/, the leaves ^r^ 
and carrying the ftatutes of the Order, covered with red velvet, with 
the arms of the Order embofled thereon with gold; having on his right 
hand Edward Montagu, Efq: Secretary of the Order, habited in like 
nunner, his efcutcbcoui vita the arm^ of the ordieri liaving two 
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pens enamelled croitWay« ; and on his left hand, Edmund Sawyer^ £fi[^ 
the Gentleivan-Uihcr of the Order, habited in like manner, having the 
arms of the Carder pendant to a gold chain, and carrying hx his right 
band the fcarlet rod, furmounted with three imperial crowns ;, all threo 
carrying their red caps, or bonnets, in their hands. 

John Anil is, Efq; Garte^ Principal King of Arms ; on his right 
hand, John Anilis, junior^ £iiq; Genealogift of the O.rder, habited like 
the other officers, and wearing the arms of the Order pendant to a g(M, 
chain, in the centre of which was enamelled in cypher, the letter G. 
On his left hand. Grey Longueville, Efq; Bath King of Arms, in like 
habit, having on his breaft, hanging to a gold chain about his neck, 
the efcutcheon of the arms of the Order empaling thofe of the Sove- 
reign, furmounted with three imperial crowns, and carrying the white 
rod •or iceptre in his right hand. The firft with his hat, and the tw« 
lad with their bonnets in their hands. 

The Right Reverend the Lprd Bifhop of Rocheiler, Dean of Wcil- 
mindcr, and Dean of the Order, in his mantle and furcoat, like to the 
Companions, and with the badge of the Order pendant to ^ red riband, 
carrying the forms of the oaths and admonitions ta be given to t^e 
Knights and pros^iesj fairly engrolFed upon vellum. 

The Great Mafter, in his full habit, with the Collar, his Grace ha- 
ving his hat on his head. 

Sir Andrew Fountaine, proxy for Prince William, went covchkI 
with hii hat in the procefiion, having his mantle over his right arm. 

In this form they proceeded to the Chapel of King Henry VII. at 
the eaft end of Weftminfter Abbey. The twelve Alms-men there en- 
tered, two and two^ and coming to the middle of the choir, did all to- 
gether in a body make their joint and low reverences to the ahar; 
and turning about, then made their obeifancelto the Sovereien'a ftall ; 
and dividing thenvfelveS) flood in a row down from the raus of the 
altar. 
. The Meffenger did the like. 

The Efquires having made the like reverences* placed therafeWei, 
and ftood before their refpedive feats^ which Were underneath the ilall» 
of their refpe£tivc Knights. 

The Prebendaries, after making the like reverences, placed them- 
felves behind the altar, in order to afiift at divine fervice. 

The Purfuivants, Heralds, and Provincial Kings of Arms, likewife 
entered, and were permitted to ftand before the forms* under Prince 
William's ftall. They had commands given them by the Great Mafteri 
to take efpecial care to (hew the Knights their refpe£iifc banners, upon 
their entries. 

The two Knights in the loweft ilalls entered, and, upon paSng up 
near to 'their banners, made their reverences, toi^ether, in the middle oT 
^e choir, and then retired under their banners. 

In like manner, all the other Knights and proxies^ according to the 
method obferved in the proceffion, did the fame. 

The Regifler, Secretary, and Gentleman U(her, ^fter making their 

obeifanceSf Hood before their bench^ attire, foot 9f the Sovereign's 

ftall. 

GartcTf

TIk Deeai in like maanery ftopd before his choir. 

The Grm Mufter Entered fingle, and after making the like obei* 
fiwicest retii*ed under his banner. 

The prdxjr oTPrince WiUiam entered aione, in like manner* 

Prince WiUinm, who» by the ftatntesy is declared to be firft an4 
priacipal Companion of this Order, and to be placed next to the So* 
vereign, at this time camt ibto the Chapel in perfon, and the Sove- 
^%ti having been pleafed> In regard to the tendernefs of his age, to 
dif()enle with his obfervance of all the rites of this Order, that migh^ 
IfiTC him any fatigue, he therefone immediately afcended into his fiall^ 
being invefted in his Mantle and Collar, and fat down covered* 

Bath KiAg df Arms then made his reverences in the middle of the 
choir, and turning himfelf to the Great Mailer, who ptiakiug his double 
itTcreiices in the choir, took his (tall, and there repeated his obeifances^ 
attd ftt down, covered with his white hat. 

Then the proxy of the Duke of Richmond afcended into the flail of 
his PHhcipal, in like manner, and d:ood there uncovered, holding his 
Mantle upon ys light arm. 

Ilteo fiath turned himfeliF to the two Knights in the next ilalls^ who, 
at the fame inilant, made the like obeifances below, and repeated them 
ill their flaile, and fat dow« uncovered- 

In like mantier all the reft of the Knights apd proxies did. 

This being tkloie, the EfqiJUres in a body made their obeifances, and 
retired to their fi»ts. After them the ofncers of Arms, and the o&» 
eers of the Ord^r, placed thettifeivjes on their form, after the like ce- 
fenoues. The Provincial Kin^s of Arms, and the Heralds, according 
to a reiqueft nwde to the Great Mailer, weric allowed to fit on benchq^ 
In this ^riHtent eerefeneny, placed at t^e fe^ of Prince William's ilal|^ 
the Portuivantt ftanding before them. 

Bath and the Gentkman-Ulher forthwith a^ofc, made their reve? 
fences in the middle of the choir ; and being followed by the Dean, in 
like manner^ proceeded towards the ftall ot, the Great Mailer, who, 
making his obeifances in the middle of th|c: choir, proceeded to iniH^} 
the Knights, in the following manner c 

The Great Mailer entered into the (laH of tj|ie;^night next in height 
to his own, and having there given the proxy of the Duke of 'Richr 
mond the tranfcript of the ilatutes, attefted under the feal of the Orr 
der, the Dean admini^ered unto li^m the oath in the name of his prin- 
aipaH Bath holding the Book of the Gofpel8,.and the Great Mailer 
then feated the proxy down in his ftall, who rifing, made his double 
itverences, and continued landing, holding his Mantle. 

The Great Mailer ,with the like attendance, having made his double 
oheifance in the middle of the choir, then repaired to the ilall of the 
Duke of Mancheiler, delivering to him a co^y pi the ilatutes ; and the 
Dean having a(]^iniilered th^ «ath, which was as follows : '* Yo\^ ihaJl 
** honour God above all things $ you ihall be iledfaH in the faith of 
*' Chriil i you fliall love the King, your Sovereign Lord, and him and 
^ his right defend to your power ; you ihall defend maidens, widows, 
'^and orphao8| in their rights^ and ihall foffer no extortion, as far as 

** you 
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you miy prevent it ; aftd of as great honour be this Order onto ymtf 
** as it was to your progenitors, or others i'' Bath then deliTcred the 
Collar of the Order to the Great Mafter, who put it about the neck of 
the Duke of Manchefter, and placing the white hat on his head, feated 
him down in his ftall, who, riling, made his double obeifances, and 
the Great Mailer having embraced and congratulated him, he then £it 
down in his ftall, coyered with the white hat, adorned with a plume of 
frhite feathers. 

The Great Mailer haying performed the like ceremonies to all the 
pther Knights and proxies,, returned to his ilall, the Dean to his chair, 
9nd Bath and the Uentleman-Ufher to their benches, diyine fenricethen 
began, during which time the Knights did place their hats upon the 
cuftiions laid before them. « 

Upon the firft fentence of the offertory, Let your light fo Jhlncy &c, 
the muiic playing^ Bath ftepped from his bench, made his double re* 
Terences in the middle of the choir, and coming before the flail of the 
junior Kpight, bowed to him, and fmmediateiy turned himfelf to the 
bppofite fide, bowing to the Knieht in that ftall, who arofe» and ma- 
king their double obeifances, both at one time in their flails, defcend- 
cd im-:> the middle of the choir, where they repeated the fame, and re- 
tired under their banners. Bkth then, in like manner, fummoned the 
Knights in the next flails, fo throughout the whole courfe of the 
ftalls, fummoning them by pairs, and the proxy of the Duke of Richf 
mond fingle, then the Great Mafler, and then Prince William alone, 
who all of them, after the obeifances, placed themfelyes under their 
banners. 

Bath returned to his bench, and the Provincial Kings of Arms, ma* 
king their reverences, waited upon Prince William, who, upon his ^ 
ing from under his banner, made his double obeifances ; and being 
thus preceded, made his double obeifances near the rails of the altar, 
and at the rails, to the altar only, where, kneeling down, his Highne£i 
made his offering into the bafoii held by the Dean, affifled by the Pre- 
bends ; and hf repeated the fame reverences in his return, and enter- 
ted into his flail, where he again made his double obeifances, and fat 
4own. 

Bath King of Arms then arofe* and being joined by the eldeft He- 
rald, in like manner repaired to the Great Mafler, who, carrying his 
white hat in his hand, offered in the fame manner, and fat down mhit 
ftall, with the like ceremonies ; and then the proxy of the Duke of 
Richmond in the like method, and flood in the ftall, holding his mantle. 
In like manner, the refidue of the Knights and proxies performed thi^ 
ceremony by pairs. Divine fervice being ended, the Knights Compa* 
lilons put oh their white hats ; and ifrhile the mufic played, Bath Kng 
of Arms fummoned all the Knights and proxies to come down from 
their feveral flails, in the former method, who all flood under their ban* 
ners. Which being done. Prince William was condu6led to the rails 
of the altar, with the like ceremonies ^as in the former offering, where 
the Prince unfheathed his (word, and offered it himfelf naked to the 
Dean ; and having redeemed it, the Dean returned it, with the fol* 
towing admonition : 1^ I exhort and admonifh you, to ufe your fword 
^^ (0 Uie glory of God| the defence of thf Gofpeli the maiii^tcnance of 
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^ your Sovereign's right and honour, and of all eqmty.and juftice, %m 
** the utmoft of your power.*' 

And foon afterwardis the Prince retired out of the Chapel» leaving Sir 
Andrew Fountaine to be his proxy in the proceifion for the return to the 
Chapter-houfe, Then the Great Mafter covered, after him the proxy 
«fthe Duke of Richmond uncovered, each iingly, and all the other 
Knights covered, and proxies uncovered, by pairs, being refpeAively 
attended as at the firft offering, were conduced to the rails of the altar^ 
with the ufual obeiiances, where each Knight and proxy, ftanding, un- 
Iheathed his fword, and offered it naked to the Dean, who, upon the 
redemption of.it, reftored the fame, with the proper admonitions, ac- 
cording to the oaths, they had taken this day ; and thefe Knights and 
proxies being all feverally f econdudled back to their places, under their 
refpedive banners, the Alms-menlbegan the proceflion, and were follow- 
ed by all the others, having firil performed their double obeifance in. the 
Chapel. . And this proceffion was made in the fame form back to the 
Chapel -room, as in the firft proceffion to the Chapel, except in the fol- 
lowing particulars ; that, at the outfide of the weft door of the Abbey» 
the Sovereign's mafter-cook, having a linen apron, and a choping-knife 
in his hand, feverally faid to each Companion, ^^ Sir, you know what 
'^ great oath you have taken, which if you keep, it will be great ho- 
** nour to you; but if you break it, I (hall be compelled, by my of- 
" fice, to hack off your fpurs from your heels." And ,the Prebenda- 
ries had leave to retire to the Jerufalem Chamber, from the wed end of 
the Abbey Church ; the Efquires, officers of Arms, and of the Order» 
after they came out of the church, were allowed to be covered, and at 
the door of the Chapter-room, Bath. King of Arms took the mantles 
from the proxies. 

Dinner being ready, t]|e Great Mafter being preceded by the officers 
of the Order, and Garter King of Arms, came into the Court of Re- 
quefts, proceeded down to the lower end thereof, and entered into the 
way at the farther.fide of the table, and came up to the top of it, be- 
ing followed by all the Knights in courfe, according to the height of 
their ftalls ; and when grace had been faid, they all fat down in that 
order, in the fame row, upon one fide of the table, each of them having 
an efcutcheon of kis arms and titles fixed to the wall over his feat ; the 
Bean was placed next to the junior Knight, and the proxies of the 
Duke of Richmond, and the Lord Glenorchy, fat uncovered at the bot- 
tom of the table 

•The officers of the Order, covered with their bonnets, fat at a table 
placed oppofite to the Knights table, towards the lower end of the room ; 
the officers of Arms dined at a table in the paffage from the ^oufe of 
Lords to the Houfe of Commons ; and the Prebendaries in the Jerufa- 
lem Chamber. 

The Efquires, having for fome time attei^ied behind their refpe£iive 
Knights, had leave given them to retire to their dinner in the Painted 
Chamber, who went thither in their courfes, where they dined. 

At the fecood courfe, Bath King of Arms arofe, and the mufic cea- 
fing, made his reverence in the middle of the room, and there, accor- 
ding to the command given him, proclaimed the ftyle of Prince William, 
Ihe Firft and Principal Companion of this Moft Honourable Order, who 
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Kn%ktl if the B^k.

On their arrival in the great Ball*room, the different perfons who 
compofed the proceffion, proceeded ta the place affigned them ; and 
tie Excellency being covered, andieated in the chair of State, the King 
at Arms prefented to him his Majefty's letter, which his Excellency de- 
livered to the Right Honourable John Hely Hutchinfon, Secretary of 
State, who read the fame aloud ; during which time his Excellency and 
the Affembly remained ftanding, and uncovered. His Excellency be- 
ing again feated, Ulfter prefented to him the Blue Ribbon, and Badge 
of Grand Mafter, with which his Excellency invefted himfelf. 

His Excellency then fignified his M^efty's pleafure, that the great 
Ball-room ihould be ftyled the Hall of St Patrick, which was done by

His Excellency then fignified his Majefty's pleafure, that, in confide* 
ration of th^ tender years of Prince Edward, his Royal Highnefs fhould 
be invefted in England ; and that bis Majeily's difpenfation for that 
purpofe (hould be entered upon the regifter of the Order ; and in con- 
lequence of his Majefty's dired^ion, the Lord Baron Mufkerry was 
j^mghted, and declared oroxy to his Royal Highnefs Prince Edward.

Upon entering the Choir, the feveral officers attending the procef- 
fion proceeded to the places affigned them. The Efquires, making 
their reverences to the altar, when they came to the ftall of their 
Knight, took their refpeaive places. The KnighU, after the like re- 
verences, proceeded to their ftalls, where they. remained Handing till 
his Excellency was feated, when they all bowed together, and fcated 
themfelves. A grand band of muficians, vocal and inftrumental, then

After which^ the Ulfter 
king at Arms, Heralds and PurfuivantS) attended by Lord Robert 
Fitzgerald^ Lord Sudly, and Lord Jocelyn^ the Sovereign's Efquires, 
brought in the Sovereign's banner^ which was by the fenior Efquire 
carried to the fteps of the altar* and being delivered to the Uliler» was 
by him prefented to the Reg^iler, and placed within the rails of the al- 
tar. The officers of the Order, and the Efquires of his Royal High- 
Deft Princ6 Edward, then went, with the ufual reverences, for the in- 
%nia of the Order, with which they returned in manner following, viz. 

The principal Efquire, bearing his Royal Highnefs's banner furled. 

The two other Efquires, bearing the mantle and fword. 

IMer, carrying the great collar of the Order upon a blue velvet 
cnihion. 

As foon as they proceeded to the centre of the Choir, they remained 
there, while the four great officers of the Order proceeded to his Royal , 
Highnefs's ftall ; and after the ufual reverences to the Sovereign's* ftall, *^ 
Lord Mufkerry, proxy to his Royal Highnefs, defcended into the 
ioiddle of the Choir, where the fword, the mantle, and the collar were 
deUvered to his Lordfhip by the Chancellor and Regiiler, the Chancel- 
lor reading the admonitions prefcribed. His Lordihip was not inveftedy 
but bore the iniignia upon his arm. They then condu6ied his Lord- 
ihip to the Prince's ftall, with the ufual reverences to the Sovereign j 
and his Lordfhip being feated, but not with the cap upon his head, the 
Efquires immediately unfurled the banner, and then his Lordihip and 
the Knights ftanding up uncovered, Ulfter proclaimed his Royal High- 
neis's flyle in Englifh, and a proceffion was made to the altar, of the Re- 
gifter, and Officers at Arms, attended by the Efquires with the ban- 
ner, which was delivered to Ulfter, who prefented it to the Regifler, 
to be placed by him within the rails of the altar, the principal Efquire 
making the offering, which was delivered to the Dean, and by him 
placed upon the altar. After which, with the ufual reverences, the 
Efquires proceeded to their places. 

The Officers at Arms, with the Efquires of his Grace the Duke of 
Leiofter, proceeded in like manner to bring in the infignia ; and hia 
Grace having defcended into the Choir, was invefted with the fword, 
' the mantle, and the collar, by the Chancellor and Regifter, theadmo- 
tiitions being read by the Chancellor. The Duke of Leinfter was then 
conduced to his ftall, and ftanding up with his cap on his head, his 
banner was unfurled, Ulfter proclaimed his ftyle ; and his Grace bow- 
ing to the Grand Mafter, by whom he was at the time faluted, took 
his feat. The banner and offering were afterwards prefented at the al- 
tar, with the ceremonies before defcribed. 

His Grace then affifted in prefenting the Earl of Clanrickarde, who 
was invefted by him, and inftalkd with the^fame ceremonies. 

The Earl of Weftmeath was next prefented by the Duke of Leinfter 
and the Earl of Clanrickarde, and in like manner invefted by them, and 
inftalled. The Earls of Inchiquin, Drogheda, Tyrone, Shannon, Clan- 
braflii, Mornington, Arran, Courtown, Charlemont, and Bedive, were 
jcipe^ively invefted and inftalled with the like ceremonies, and being 
iprefented and invefted by the two juniors of the inftalled Knights. 

When the ceremonies of the inftallation were finiihed, the band per- 
fcrmed Handel's Dettingen Tc Deum. After which, a proceffion was

The illuftqous and ancient Houfe of Brunfwick owes its origin to 
Azo IV. of the family ofEfte, fonof Hugo III. Marquis of Fcrrara, 
in Italy. Azo, who died in 1055, ^^^^ ^7 ^^^ ^^^^ Cunegonde, daughter 
and heirefs to Guelf III. Duke of Bavaria, a fon, who was Guelf IV. 
great-grandfather to Henry the Lyon. His fon, Guelf V. furnamcd 
the Valiant, was created Duke of Bavaria by the Emperor Heriry II. 
His fon, Guelf VI. married Matilda, ;he richcft heirefs in Europe ; but 
having no iflue, his brother Henry the Black fucceeded to his domi- 
nions. He died in 1125, having married Wulfhild, daughter of Mag- 
nus, laft Duke of Saxony, of the Bulling family, by whom he had 
Henry the Proud, who fucceeded to Bavaria in 1137 ; and he having 
married a daughter of the Emperor Lotharius, his father-in-law grant- 
ed him in veftiture of Saxony, and meant him for his fucceffor in the 
empire ; but this lail he was difappointed of.

mer Cervices were foiH;otten/$ and^ in the diet of Wurtzburg, in 1179 
or 1 18O9 he wa» proicribed: The dnchy of Bavaria was given to Otho 
Count Wittelpatchy firofn whom i» defoended the prefect eleftoral 
family of Bavaria ; the duchy of Saxony, to Bernard Afcani- 
us, founder of the houfe of Anhalt ; and all his other territories difpo- 
fed of to different perfons. On this he retired to England % and, bf 
his father's interceillony Brunfwick and Lunenburgh were refbored to 
him. His wife Maude died in 1189, and he in 1195* He left three 
fons$ but the twooldeil not leaving any maleifiuey William^ the third 
fon» carried on* the line of the family ; and his fon Otho was created 
Duke of Brunfwick and Lunenburgh in 1 2359 by the Emperor Ferdi- 
nand II.

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and they continued feveral hundred years in the £imfly. OthoII* 
Count of NafTau-Dillembourgy who died in 1 369, got a great acceliioa 
of territories in the Low Countries by his wife Abelais, daughter and 
heirefs of Godfrey Count o£ Vianden ; and his grandfon Gilbert, ha- 
ving married Jane daughter and heirefs of Philip, Baron of Leek and 
Breda, added thcfe to his other domains in 1404. Egilbert II. was a 
confummate General, and greatly efteemed and employed by the Em- 
peror Maximilian 1. He died without iffue, and was mcceeded by his 
brother John, who divided his dofninions between his two fous William 
and John ; to the former he gave all his poifeffions in the Low Coun- 
tries, and to the latter his eftates in Germany William was a moft 
accomplifhed prince, and to him Charlies V. was greatly indebted for 
the Imperial throne.

The Grkat Wardrobe. 

Tlfe ^fafter or Keeper of the Great Wardrobe was an officer of great 
antiquity and dignity. High privileges and immunities w^re confer- 
red on, him by King Henry VI. which were confirmed hy'his fuccef- 
fors 5 and King- James I. not only enlarged them, but ordained that 
this office fhould be a corporation or *body politic for ever. 

It was the duty of this office to provide robes for the coronations, 
marriages, and funerals of the Royal Family j to fumi(h -the Court 
with hangings, cloths of ftate, carpets, b^ds, and other neceflaries ; to 
fiu-niih houfes for Ambafladors at their firft arrival ; cloths of ftate, 
and other 'furniture, for the Lord Lieutenant of treiand, and all bis 
Majefty's Ambafladors abroad ; to provide all robes for foreign Knights 
of the Garter, robes for the Knights of the Garter at home ; robes and 
all other furniture for the Officers of the Garter ; coats for Kings, He- 
ralds, and Purfuivants at arms ; robes for the Lords of the Treafury,^ 
and Chancellor of the Exchequer, ^d. livery for the Lord Chamber- 
lain, Grooms of his Majefty's Privy-Chsimber, Officers of his Majefty's 
Robes ; for the two Chief Juftjces, for all- the Barons of t^e Exche- 
quer, and fevcral officers of thefe courts ; all liveries for his Majefty's 
fcrvants, as yeoman of the guard, and wardens of the tower, trum- 
peters, kettle-drummers,, drummers, and fifes; the meflengers, and all 
belonging to the ftables, as coachmen^ footmen, Jittermen, ^poftilions, 
and grooms, &c. all the King's coaches, chariots, harneffes, faddles, 
bits, bridles, &c. the King's water-men, game-keepers, &c. alfo fur- 
niture for the royal yachts, and all rich embroidered tilts, and other 
furniture for the barges. 

Befide^ the Mafter or Keeper of the Wardrobe, who had a fahry of 
L. 2000, there was his deputy, who had L. 150, and comptroller and 
a patent clerk, each of whom has a falary ot L, 3CX). Beiides many- 
other inferior officers and fervants, who were all^ fwOrn fervants to the 
King. 

There was likewife a removing Wardrobe, who had its own fet of 
officers, and ftanding Wardrobe-keepers at St James's, Windfor Caftle, 
Hampton Court, Aenfington, and Somerfet Houfe ; but the whole of 
the Wardrobe eftablifhment was abolifhed by ad of Parliament in 1782, 
find the duty of it in future to be done by the Lord Chamberlain.

The End of the Sufpre/ed OJfces, 
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REGENCY. 



Thc King of Great Britain is the Sovereign and Supreme Head of 
the united kingdoms of England and Scotland > as he is al(b of Ire- 
land, and of all other the dominions belonging to the Britifh Crown. 
He haft a claim to the fpvereignty of the Seas environing Great Bri* 
tain and Ireland, and the iiles adjacent, as far as the (hores of neigh- 
bouring nations. Therefore it was formerly the cuftom for all Fo- 
reigners to a fk leave to fidi and to pafs in thefe Teas, and to lower 
their top-fails to all the Britifh (hips of war. 

Our King gives place to no Monarch, except the Emperor of Ger- 
inany, and that upon account o£ antiquity } for the Crown of Great 
Britain is free and independent. 

From the Reftoration to the time of King James's abdication of the 
Crown, there was no Regency ; but after King William III. came o- 
Ter, and was proclaimed and crowned, his affairs calling hin) abroad, 
his Majefly, May 5. 1695, appointed feven of the wifeft and ablefl of 
the Nobility, Guardians^ Juflices^ and Lieutenants in England during 
his abfence. 

By a claufe in an a6l pafled in the 12th and i:^th of William III. 
** For the further limitation of the Crown, and better fecuring the 
** rights and liberties of the fubjedl," it was ena6led, " That no per- 
'* fon who fhall come to the pofleflion of the Crown, fhall go out of 
** the dominions of England, Scotland, or Ireland, without confent 
'* of Parliament.'* But his late Majefty King George I. on his accef- 
iion to the Throng, repealed the faid claufe in thefe words following : 
" And the reflrid^ions, by the faid claufe meant or intended, are and 
** (hall be repealed, and fhall for ever be, and be deemed and taken 
** to be, void and of none efFed." 

During the reign of King William III. they were alfb written and 
called Guardians f ^Jufttces of England , and bis Majefty^ s Laeutenauts'm 
the fame. On Queen Anne's deceafe, they were Hyled Jufiices of 
Great Britain* When King George I. vifited his dominions abroad, 
the Prince of Wales was confljtuted Guardian of Great Britain, and 
Lieutenant in the fame j and whenfoevcr afterwards his Majefty's af- 
fairs required him to crofs the feas, he appointed fbme of his prime 
Minifters of State, Noblemen, and others, his Guardians and Juftices 
of the kingdom of Gfeat Britain, and his Lieutenants in the fame. 
And King George II. whenever he went to vifit his German domi- 
nions during the lifetime of his Royal Confbrt Queen Caroline, ap- 
pointed her Majefty Queen Regent j and, after her death, the great 
Officers of State, and others whom liis Majefly could confide in, were 
9pp<^nted Regents.

THE following Report was made of this OfiSce, by the Com- 
miffioners appointed to examine^ &c. the Public Accompti 
of the Kingdom, in their Sixth. Report. 

THIS Office confifts of the Paymafter General, his Deputy, a 
Ca(hier, an Accomptant, a Leger- Keeper, a Computer of Off- 
Rcckoninj^s, a Ciifbier of Half-Pay, and an Entering Clerk, with 
Eight In&ior Clerks,, an Office-Keeper, a Houfe-Keeper and Two 
Mcffcngers, and Nine Paymailers abroad. 

' The Paymafter General appoints his Deputies, and all the Officers 
and Clerks employed in his Office. They are all paid by falaries, 
.or allowances, fees, and grataitiesi 

The Paymafter General is appointed by Letters Patent under the 
Great Seal during pleafure. He receives four annual allowances as 
Paymafter General of the Forces, and one as Treafurer of Chelfea 
Hofpital. The four are — L. jooo as the particular falary belonging 
to his office — L. 1760 for the payment of Clerks — L. 600 for the 
<V>ntingent cxpcnccs of his office — and JU i |i-day as Pine of the Staff 
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Qpon the Eftablifliment : the other allowance is L. i a-day as Trca« 
furer of Chclfea Horpilal. The amount of thefe allowances is L.6092: 
Out of which he pays for himfclf and Officers, in taxes, L. 962 : 19 :y ; 
to Clerks, L. 1 707 ; and for the contingent difbarfements of his office, 
L. 360 : 7 : 8 ; making together L. 3030 : 7 : 5> which reduced his 
dear receipt to L* 3061 : 12:7. 

The Deputy Paymaftcr has two falaries of L. 500 a-year each : 
One reduced by the One Shilling and Sixpence Duties to L. 462:108. 
the other paid without dedudiion ; together, clear, L. 962 : los. 

The fix following Officers are thofe who have fees and gratuities 
as well as falaries. 

The Cafhier receives a falary of L. 200 a -year, reduced by the One 
Shilling Duty to L. 190, and an additional allowahce of L. 270 paid 
him without dedudion. Mis fees and gratuities amount to L. 6715 
193. 6d. which, with his falaries, made his clear receipt' L.7 175: 19:6. 
Put as thefje fees are not always paid at the time the bufinefs is done, 
this fuh), though received in the year 17S0, may include fees that 
accrued in a preceding year : It certainly does not. include the fees 
for all the bufinefs done by him in that year. The Remitters had not 
paid him Iheir fees upon the warrants for the remittaiices iffued to them 
after the month of February 1780 : And it appears from the amount 
of thofe remittances, extracted from the accompt of the extraordinary 
fervices incurred by the Paymafter General of the Forces for the year 
1780, that the fum iffued to them between the ifl of March and the 
3 ifl of December in that year, was L.2,3i 2,830; the fees upon which 
being at the rate of one guinea by the thouifand4)ounds, amount to 
L. 2427 ; 12 8. ; and beipg equally divided between the Cafhier and 
the Accomptant, would have added L. 1213 : r6s. to the receipt of 
each, and would have increased that of the Cafhier to L. 8389: 15 : 6.» 

The falary of the Accomptant is L. 150 a-year, reduced by the 
One Shilling Duty to L. 142 : 10 s. He receives in fees L. 1358 
1 7s. 9d. which added to his falary, makes his clear receipt to have 
been L. 1501 : 7 : 9. Had the Remitters paid all their fees, it had 
increafcd by the addition of L. 1213:168. to the fum of L.23 15:3:9. 

.The Leger- Keeper's falary is L.ioo a-year ; befides which, he re- 
ceives annually L. 80 from the Computer of the Off- Reckonings, and 
Lb 100 from the Cafhier of the Half- Pay. His fees amounted to 
L. 394 : 16 s. making altogether L. 674 : 16 s. He paid out of this 
fum, for taifes, L. 15; to his Deputy, L. So; and to another Afliftanti 
L. 50 ; together, L. 145 ; which reduced his neat receipt to JLio529 
193. The prefent Leger-Keeper has, by reafon -of his age and in* 
firmities, executed his office by Deputy ever fmce his appointment in 
1765. 

The Computer of Off- Reckonings has no other falary but that of 
L. 80, which he pays to the Leger Keeper. The neat profits arofie 
from his feeSf which amounted to L. 1038 : 5 : 6. 

The Cafhier of Half-Pay receives ti. 80 a-year falary : The total 
of his fees was L. 617 : 5s.; together, L. 697 : js* Out of which 
he paid for taxes L. 14, and to the Leger Keeper L« ioo« This re- 
duced his clear receipt t;p L. 583 t 5 s. 

Tfce 
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The Entering Clerk has a falary of L. 60 a-ycar, which wiA 
Li. 14.48 : 15:4 received by fees, made his grofs receipt L. 150$ : 15 s. 
4 d.' reduced by L. ic : los. paid for taxes, to L. 1498 : 5 : 4. 

'Hie other Clerks are paid from 50 to lool. a-year, according to 
their ftations and employments in the 0£[ice, and receive no fees or 
gratuities whatever. 

The Deputy* Pay maders abroad are paid an allowance, fix of them 
L. 4 : I OS. a-day, and three of them L. 5 a-day. 

The fees received by thcfc Officers are as various as the bufinefs 
they execute ; each has fees peculiar to his branch : They copiift, 
fome of them, of a poundage upon the fums contained in warrants 
brought for payment, and in receif^ts ; others, ^ certain fums per re- 
giment, paid either annually, or upon tranfading particular branches 
of the regimental bufinefs ; others of them are certain fums for re- 
ports, certificates, receipts, entries, or other articles of official bufi- 
nefs. 

The gratuities are voluntary donations upon the payment of war- 
rants, or for creating fome trouble to the Office, and are given to the 
Officers of the department where the bufinefs is tranfa^ed. 

It appears from the accounts of the payments made by the Pay^ 
mafter General out of the deduAions of twelvepence in the pound, 
-and one day's pay for the year 1780, that the falary and allowances 
to the Pay mafter General, (except the L. i. a-day on the Staff), and 
the two additional falaries to the Deputy and Caihier, and the allow- 
ances to the Deputy Paymafters abroad, are paid out of the deduc- 
tions of twelvepehce in the pound ; the L. i a-day on the Staff, is 
paid to him in like manner as the General and Staff Officers of Great 
Britain are paid, out of the money granted for the ordinary fervices 
of the Army. All thefe payments are therefore a charge upon the 
Public. The Paymafter General himfelf pays the other falaries out 
of the fum of L. 1760 allowed him for that purpofe. The fees and 
gratuities are paid by the Remitters, Contra^lors, Agents, and per- 
lons whofe bufinefs brings them to the Office, and therefore come im- 
mediately out of their pockets, though much the greateft part of them 
ultimately fall upon the Public. 

The allowance to the Paymafter of L. i a-day upon the Staff, h 
voted annually upon the eftablifhment, aad, together with the L. i a- 
day as Treafurcr of Chelfea Hofpital, is inferted in his Letters Patent. 
All the falaries and allowances paid to him, are fuch as have been al- 
lowed to his prcdeceffors in this office ; and all falaries, fees and 
gratuities received by the Officers and Clerks and Deputy Paymafters, 
are the fame as have been' paid to, and received by, thofe who have 
gone before them. 

It appears that the grofs amount of tl^e emoluments received in this 
Office, was L. 25,108 : 19 : i. The neat amount was L. 23,561 : is. 
Sd. The fum of L. 135450 received for falaries and allowances, was 
paid by the Public; The fum of L. 11,573 : 19 : 1 for fees and gra-. 
tuities, was paid by individuals. 

There is moreover another gratuity given to the Officers and Clerks 
ii) each of thefe Pay Offices, upon p:iffiDg .the fmal accompts of a 

A 2 Trcafurer 
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Treafurer and Paymailer General in the Office of the Auditor of the 
Imprcft* This gratuity is craved of the Commiffioners of the Treafury, 
by a Memorial from the refpe^^ive Officers and Clerks iq each Offices 
as a compenfation for their trouble in carrying on and making up the 
accompts of a Treafurer and Paymafter General after his refignation ; 
The quantum of it bears fome proportion to the total (iim contained 
in the accompt paiTed ; it is allowed to them oy a Treafury warrant* 
out of the balance remaining in the hands of the Accomptanti and is 
therefore paid out of a puolic fund. Thefe allowances have been 
made ever fince the Revolution ; and by the accompts .of them from 
that period tranfmitted to us from thefe Offices* it appears* that in 
the Pay-Office of the Navy* the inftances of thefe gratuities from the 
year i68S to the year 1772, vi^hen the laft accompts of Mr Dodding- 
ton ending in the year 1756 wpre pafled, are feventeeo* and amount 
to L. 54*162 : 17 : 9i ; and in the Pay-Office of the Army* the in- 
ftances from the fame year to the year 1770* when the accompts of 
the Earl of Darlington and others ending the 24th of June 1757 were 
paffed* were nine, and amount to L. 409112': i8s. making together 
Xm 100*275 : 15 : 9^ paid by the Public during that period in thefe 
gratuities* 

Particulars relating to the Office g/* Treasurer 

of the Navy. 

. THE Office of the Treafurer of the Navy is divided into three 
branches* the Paymafters* the Cafhiers, and the Viflualling Branch. 
All the money he receives is for the Navy Services* and placed un- 
der* or carried over to one of thefe branches : The money in each 
bt-anch is fubdivicjed, arranged* and kept under various different heads 
of fervicest The whole balance* at the time he leaves the office* con- 
tinues to be liable, whether it be in his hands* or in the hands of hit 
reprefentativKs in cafe of his death* to the fame fervices to which its 
feveral parts were originally deftined ; and the 'Commiffioners of the 
Navy* Vidlualling, Sick and Hurt Offices/ each in their feveral. de- 
partments* continue to affign bills upon him for payment* until they 
nave reduced his balance to fuch a fum as in their opinion will not be 
more than fufficient to anfwer the purpofes for which it has been ufual 
to leave money with him until his final accompt fs palFed. Thefe 
purpofes are* firft* to carry on the recalls upon thofe ihips books 
which were open to his Treafurerfhip* and the payment of the half- 
pay lids and bounties to chaplains. The (hips books are ufually 
kept, open for recalls for feven or eight years after the expiration of 
the Treafurerfhip, in order to give thofe feamen, who, by being either 
turned over to other ihips* or cmployed.in other places^ could not at- 
tend at the time their /hip was paid, an opportunity of receiving their 
ivages when it is In their power to apply for them. The pnly fund 
applicable to this fervice, is the money in the Pay branch* placed un- 
der the head of * To pay (hips, and carry on recalls^' This fervice is 
^( ^n epd wh^n the ih'ipa iJboks v:^ inj^cje up. They are made up ^% 
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they'eome in courfe in order df timet and after tlie'laft is dofed^ the 
half-pay lifts are likewife dofcdy and the payment of the bounty to 
chaplains ceafes. The other purpofe is to pay the fees and expences 
of carrying on, making upi and paffing his accompts- Upon paffing 
every accon^pt, fees are paid to the Auditors of the Iropreft out of 
the money in his hands {under the head of * To pay Exchequer Feet 
* and other contingent expences of the Pay Oifice.' But upon palling 
bis final accompti there is a gratuity alfo paid in the following man* 
ner : The Officers and Clerks who tranfa£i the bufinefs of the Trea- 
furer in office, carry on alfo at the fame time, and finally make up 
the accompts of the Treafurers out of office, for which extra work, 
they have no falary or recompence whatever until the final accompt 
IS ready to be paffed ; at which time it has been ufual for them^ by pe- 
tition to the Lords of the Treafury, to obtain a reafonable allowance 
for their trouble, which has been paid them by virtue of a Treafurf - 
warrant out of any money remaining iix the hands of that Treafurer^ 
under whatever head of fcrvice it iSeay be placed. 
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Of tbc Prwcipal Offices in the Exchequer. 

. Auditor. 

THE Auditor is appointed for life, by a Conftitution under the 
Hands and Seals of the Commiffioners of the Treafury. All the Ex- 
chequer Bills, Orders, Debentures, Patents, and other Inftrumentft 
which pafs this Office, are figned by him. The official profits are not 
received by himfelf, but by his Firft Clerk, who accounts with him for 
them every month. .He receives eleven annual allowances, amounting^ 
to L. 3766 : IS. He has a fmall annual fee from the Wardrobe, of 
Ij.4 : 178.; and is entitled to fees upon the receipt of money into, and 
iffiie of money out of the Exchequer; the firft amounted to L. 1 70 : 1 3 : g^^ 
the latter to L. 12,5^4 : 2 : 6. The fum he received by fees for en- 
tering patents, and upon impreft bills, was L. 39 : 5s. and in gratui- 
ties L.345 : 173. the grofs amount of all which is L« 16,880 : 6 : 3. 
Out of which fum he made the following payments : for taxes, L.8 7 2 : 1 28.; 
to clerks, L. 1662 : 10 s.; for incidental expences of office, L.329 : 2S| 
together with L. 2864 : 2 : s ; which reduced 7the clear receipt to 
L. 14,016 : 4 : I. The firft clerk has an annual allowance of L.icc* 
and the .clerks fees, amounting to L. 3001 : 16 : 8 ; his gratuities 
were L. 142 : 17 s.; making together L. 3244 : 13:8; reduce J by 
paynients for taxes, clerks, and incidental expences, ta L. 2759 : 3 :6« 
The reft of the clerks have falaries in proportion to their rank and 
'employment, paid to them either by the Auditor, or his firft or other 
clerks : They have fees likewife, and gratuities of various kinds ; and 
of what they receive, make ,various payments. The foundation of 
thcfe allowances and fees, and the authority under which they* are 
claimed and paid, are as follows : Upon the King's Acceffibn, a cer- 
tificate is tranfnjitted from the Auditor's Office to' the Xr€afury> pur- 

(Uiini 
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fnant to tlieir reqmfitioni confiding of t^o fiftf, one contatning tlie 
federal fees, falaries, and allowances that have by ancitnt ctilloitiy let- 
ters patentt conditutions, or other authorities, been paid to the Offi- 
cers aad Minifters of the Exchequer, either in right of their offices 
and employments, or in reward for their fervices 5 the other contain- 
ing the fees, falaries,' or allowances that have been fettled and allowed 
them for their labour and cxpence in managing and performing the 
bufinels of the annuities payable at the Exchequer. This certificate 
b fcnt back to the Exchequer, annexed to a warrant diretfted to the 
Auditor, authorifing him to draw orders or pafs debentures for pay- 
ing from time to time, in the ufual manner, and at the accuftomed 
iimes, to the Officers, the fums in the certificate mentioned ; the firft 
lift amounting to L. 1801 :9s. out of the money applicable to his 
Majefty's Civil Government ; the other amounting to L. 59CX> out of 
the refpeAive funds applicable to the payment of the annuities. 

This warrant ftatcs the authority under which the Trcafury iffac it, 
to be, as to the firft lid, either, the letters -patent, contlit tit tons, or 
authorities whereby the Officers hold their employments, or the ge- 
neral letters ^patent dormant, by which the King empowers them to 
make variety of payments therein defcribed out of the Civil Lift; and 
as to the fccond lift, cither the powers given to them by the refpec- 
tive A6^s of Parliament relative to the annuities^ or any other power 
in them being. 

In this certificate are contained the eleven allowances paid^ to the 
Auditor : the two firft of them, amounting to L. 460 : 5 : 49 are in 
the firft lift, and paid to him in right of his office ; the other nine, 
making L. 3305 : 17:8, are in 4he fecond lift, and paid to him as a 
recompcnce for his trouble in the bufinefs of the annuities, by virtoe 
t)f the power vefted in the Treafury by the feverai Afts to provide 
for the charges of management. 

The fees of the Auditor, upon the receipt of money, are, 1^, 

about one fourth part of the Tally Court fees, of which fourth 

•his Clerk attending in the Tally Court has a fharc : idfy^ Part of k 

furo allowed by the Treafury to fomc of the Exchequer Officers, for 

the tallies of loan, which are exempt from fees. 

The fees upon the iflue are a poundage upon money iflued for cer- 
tain fervices, not for all fervices. In the year 1780, the fum 011 which 
the poundage fees were paid was near eight millions : Upwards of 
tvircnty-two millions more were iffued that year, for which neither the 
Auditor nor his clerks received any fees whatever. The other fees 
are certain payments for tranfa6ling particular kind« of bufinefs*. All 
.thefe fees arc regulated hy a Table, fpecifying, both for the Auditor 
and his Clerks, the rate where it is a poundage j otherwife the 
'quantum of each fee. This Table is for the moft part grounded upon 
ufage, recpgnlfed as ancient by the Barons of the Exchequer in the 
year 1692, as to thofe fees the fubjeft matter of which exifted at 
that time, and acquicfced in as to thofe fees the fubje£fc- matter of 
which is of date fubfcquent to that year. 

By an Aft paflcd in the third year of William and Mary, the Offi- 
cers of the Exchequer were prohibited from taking aby other fees 

6t 
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hr the receiving or iiluiiig the fappHcs granted hj that or any otlief 
A^ of that Parliament, except fuch ancient and legal fees as fhould 
be allowed to be fo by the Barons of the Court of Excheqirer, wha 
were required to preient to both Houfes of ParUameiit» at the ncx€ 
Se(fioBS«a Table of Fees to be by them allowed as ancient and legal. 
U comprehends the fees to be taken upon the receipt and iifue of money 
. in the Offices of the Auditor^ the Clerk of the Pells, the Tellers, and 
the Tally Court ; and is the rule, though the A6k is long finpe ex- 
pired, by which they are governed at this day, except in fome few 
inftances where ufage iince that report has introduced variations ; 
one of which is, by the Barons report, the whole of the fees paid to 
the Officers of the Exchequer upon the iiTue of money for the Army 
fervices in general, was three-halfpence in the pound ; but, ever fince 
the year 1744* a diff<frence has been made between the ifiue for the 
ordinary and the extraordinary fervices. The fees for the firft continue 
at three>halfpence ; thofe for the latter are reduced to one penny in 
the pound. Thefe payments rome out of di£Ferent funds : the two 
iirii allowances to the Auditor^ the Treafury allowance for the tallica 
of loan, the Wardrobe fee, and the allowance to the Firll Clerk, which, 
is included in the firil lift of the Exchequer certificate, ^re paid out 
of the Civil Lift ; the other nine allowances out of the funds created 
by the feveral A^ls, and therefore out of public money. The fees of 
the. Tally Court, aiid from ifiues and for other buiinefs, are paid im- 
mediately by individuals ; but aH the Excheqfier fees on the ifiues for 
the Army fervices, amounting in the year 1780 to L. 39*198 : 7*; lOf 
are charged by the Paymafter General of the Forces upon the deduc- 
tions of twelvepence in the pound, and therefore paid by the Public* 
Of the fum of L» 7»9 80,340, on the ifTue of which fees were paida 
L. 734,732, part thereof, was money . belonging to the Public; 
L. 668,6oK, the other part, was out of the Civil Lift. Fi'om the 
accompt it appears, that the total fum received in this Office wat 
L. 21,373 * ^^s* » ^he nett fum was L. 19,880: 16 : 4; the fum of 
L. 10,708 : 12 : 1 was paid by the Public, L. iii6 : 7 15 out of the 
Civil /Lift, and L. 6448 : 16 : 6 by individuals.

Clerk of the Pells. 

THE Clerk of the Pells is appointed for life, by a conftitntioa 
inder the hands and feals of the Commiffioners of the Treafury, to 
exercife his office either by himfelf or deputy. In confequencc of 
this privilege, it has net been ufual for many years for the Clerk of 
the Pells to execute any part of the bufinefs himfclf ; the Deputy 
tranfadts the whole, and receives and accounts with his Principal for 
all the profits that belong to him. The Clerk of the Pells receives 
thirteen diftindl allowances, amounting to L. 1603 'I'd. paid to him 
by order or debenture ; one of ^hem, L. ^i : 13 : 4, is in(erted in hii

<and allowance came to L. 194 : 5 : io{« His fees on the iflue are^ 
like thofe of the Auditor, a poundage at different rates for different 
ienricesy paid by the perfons receivings according to a Table hung in 
the OfiEice» taken, and varying but little from the Barons Report ; and 
■according to the fame Table, fome ancient fees are taken for the en- 
ariesi inrolments, and examinations of certain inftruments* All the 
above fees amounted to L« 7 too : 2 : 8, and his gratuities from the 
Public Offices to L. 55 : is. which made his grofs receipt L. 9452 
IS. 6t ; out of which be paid L. 1834 : 9 : 6, which reduced his 
clear receipt to L. 7597 : 12 : Or* 

The Deputy and Firft Clerk has a &lary of L* 420 a*year paid 
to him by bis Principal. His fees are, a poundage upon one kind of 
iffue only, that is, the iffue on annuities, penfions, &c. at the rate 
Ibited in the Barons Report ; and alfo fome other fmall feea and gra- 
tuities, amounting to L. 283 : 6 : i : thefe two fums were reduced bj 
»the payment of £1. 22 for taxes, to the neat fum of JL 681 : 6 : !• 

The Clerk of the Introitus has a (hare of the Tally Court fees, and 
of the Treafury allowance, and fome other fmall fees, allowances and 
gratuities, the whole producing JL 348 : 9 : 9-i, reduced by L«9 i 7s. 
for taxes, to L. 339 : 2 : gi. , The reft of the Clerks have fabrics 
from L. 50 to L. 120 paid them by the Principal, and a few of them 
fome fmall fees and gratuities. From a date of the total received and 
paid in this Office, the fum received was L. 10,269 : 19 : 2^, the nett 
film L. 9543 : 1 3 : Qt ; the fum paid by the Public JU 5964 : 4 : 9» 
out of the Civil Liu L. 752 : i : 3^, and from iadividuaU L. 3553 
13s. 2d. 

Of the Tellers. 

THE Tellers is one Office in four divifions, each confifttng of a 
Teller, a deputy and firft clerk, two offices executed by the fameperfoo, 
a fccond clerk, and three inferior clerks ; in alL twenty -four perfons. 
The Teller is appointed for life by letters-patent, which empower him 
to execute the office by deputy ; and therefore the whole bufine(s of 
thefe Officers is now, and long has been, tranfa^ed entirely by depu* 
ties; the Teller himfelf executes no part of it; {le does not colle& his 
own profits ; they are received and accounted for to him by his dc- 

Kach Teller receives yearly an ancient falary or fee belonging to 
his office ; the fenior L. 33 : 6 : 8 ; the three juniors L*. 31 : 13:4 
each. They have likewife fix annual allowances from the Treafury 
for their trouble id paying the annuities, which are equally divided 
amongft the four. The fhare of each is L. 339 : 14 : i^* Thefe 
Claries and allowances i^rc iypi tJb? fUpheq^uer Certificate } the fidariea 
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in the firS lift, the allowances in the fecond* The Tellert are paid 
nothing upon the receipt of money : their fees arife from the iffuey and 
coniifl of a poundage on ifTues^ not for all, but for certain fervices* 
and difierent for different fervices, according to the rates fpecified id. 
the Table of Fees ftatcd and taken from the Barons Report ; but 
▼arying from it in the rate on the ifiues for the extraordinaries of the 
Army as before mentioned, and on the iffues for peniions and fome 
other fervicesi which, though fubje^ to fees in that Report, are fince 
exempted by Ads of Parliament. Thefe fees are divided equally 
amongft the four Tellers; and the fhare of each was L.7038 : 15 : o^- 
The lum on the iifue of which thefe fees were taken, was near fixteen 
millions ; the fum for which no fees were taken, was upwards of 
fourteen millions, as being exempt either by Acls of Parliament, 
courtefy, or ufagc. The fum fubjedl to fees in the Office of the 
Tellers, exceeds the fum fulye£t to fees in the Offices of the Auditor 
and Clerk of the Pells; from the Barons Report, makes the fum 
iifued to the Navy (which in the' year 1780 exceeded fix millions) 
and to the Ordnance, liable in the one, and not in the others* The 
falary, and one fourth part* of the allowances and fees which confti- 
tute the grofs receipts of the Firft Teller, amounted to L. 7409^ : 1 78. 
i^d. out of which he paid for clerks and gratuities, and incidental 
fxpences, L. 713 : 5 : 4^^; the remainder, being his nett receipt, wag 
L. 6696 : 1 1 : 9f . 

The groft receipt of the Second Teller, confiding of the like arti- 
cles, and alfo L. 40 for the rent of a houfe belonging to his office, 
was L. 7450 : 2 : 5^. His payments for clerks, taxes, and incidents, 
were L. 772 : 16 ; 6, which left him a nett receipt of L. 6677 
5s. n^d. r 

The grofs receipt of the Third Teller was the like fum. His pay- 
ments were L« 742 :17 s. which left him a clear balance of L« 6707 
5 s. J^d. ; but the Third Teller, taking to himfelf a poftion of his 
firft clerk's fees, amounting to L. 1108 : 15 : 7, and all his fecond 
clerk's fees (dedu£^ing the taxes) being L. 1337 : 2 : i, his nett re- 
ceipt was L. 9153 : 3 : i|^« 

The profits of the office of the Fourth Teller (which were divided 
between Mr Townftiend the late Teller, or his executors, and Mr Pratt, 
•rho fucceeded to this office 21ft May 1780) were L. 751 1 : 3 : y^. 
The dedudions were L. 771 : id. which reduced the clear receipt to 
JL. 6740 : 3 : 6^. The articles compofing thefe feveral receipts and 
dedu^ions, and thofei which follow relative to the clerks, are enume- 
rated in the Return tranfmitted to us from this Office. 

The Deputy, as fuch, has no profit whatever ; but, as Firft Clerk, 
he has fees both upon the receipt and iflue. vThe fees upon the re- 
ceipt are called bill-money, and ^re in coinfideration of his writing the 
bills. They are paid according to the ancient Table of Fees ufed in 
the Office, and ftated in the Return ; not included in the Barons 
Report, becaufe that Report relates to, the Supplies granted by that 
Parliament only^ This bill money is divided equally amongft the four 
Firft Clerks; the fhare of each was L. 182 : 9s. The fees upon the 
iflue are a -poundage after a certain rate^ for certain fcrvices ac- 
Voii. IL fi cording 
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cording to the Barons Reports (imilar to that of the Tellers^ with 
the like irariations and exemptions. Thefe fees irt diTided into eight 
equal parts, and belong to the four Firft» and the four Second Clerks i 
the eighth part or (hare of each was L. 1379: 12 : i. Each Firft 
Clerk receives alfo annually, in gratuities from Public . Offices, 
L»« 46 : 4s. Thefe articles of bill-money^ fees and gratuities, making 
together L. 1608:5 : i, was the grofs receipt of the Firft Clerks 
to the three Junior Tellers. The Firft Clerk to the Senior Teller 
received more ; he had the allowance of L. 339 : 14s., and L. 2^0 
out of the fees of the Second Clerk, in confideration of his paying 
the falaries of the three Under Clerks, and as an additional recom- 
pence for his care and trouble in the execution of his office. Thefe 
iurns increafed his grofs receipt to L. 2177:'! 9: i, out of which 
he paid in taxes, for clerks, aiid other expenc<!8, L. 457 : is., re- 
ducing thereby his nett feceipt to L. 1 7.20 : 1 8 : 1 • The Firft Clerk 
to the Second Teller reduced his receipt of L. 1608 : 5 : i, by the 
payment of L. 51 : 148. for taxes and incidental ezpences, to L. 1556 
lis. id. The Firft Clerk to the Third Teller paid in taxes and gra- 
tuities L. 53:5:6; the remaining fum of L. 1554: 19: 7, he 
did not retain to his own ufe. He is allowed by his Teller for the 
execution of this office, a falary of L. 400 a-'year, and the gratuities 
of Li. 46: 48. Thefe he retains; but the reiidue, being L.iioS> 
15 s. yd. he paid to the Third Teller, 

The Firft Clerk to the Fourth Teller paid out of his receipt L. 53 
58. 6d. for^ taxes and gratuities, and in addition to the falaries of the 
Senior Under Clerk L. 37 : 12 : o}, being at the rate of L. 100 a* 
year from the ijft of May, the time of Mr Pratt's appointment, to 
Michatlmas 1780: thefe payments reduced his clear receipt to 
L.I5I7 : 7 : 6^. 

An account of the receipts and payments in this Office {hews the 
grofs receipt to be L. 41,772 : 14 : 5, and the nett L. 38,138 : 138, 
a^d. L. 29,272 : 3 : 4 is paid out of public money, la. 1024: 9s* 
out of the Civil Lift, and L. 1 1,476 : 2 : 1 by individuals. 

Chamberlain's Office. 

THE office of Chamberlain is held for life by Letters Patent, 
with power td execute it by Deputy. By virtue of this privilege, 
thefe two Officers interfere not in any part of the bufinefs of this Of- 
fice; it is all tranfadted on both fides by the Deputies. Each Cham- 
berlain is entitled to two annual payments : a falary of L. 52 : 3:4, 
reduced by taxes to L. 46 : 1 7 s. ; and L. 1 3 : 6 : 6 wardrobe-money, 
reduced by fees to L. 1 1 : 19 : 10 ; together, clear L, 58 : 16 : lo. 
The two falaries are in the firft lift of the Exchequer certificate ; the 
wardrobe- money is a cuftomary payment. They receive neither fee 
nor gratuity ; but they take to themfeives a part of the profits of both 
their Deputies. The Senior Chamberlain received out of the fees of 
his Deputy, on the Receipt tide, L. 70 /-and out of the fees of his De- 
puty, 00 the Court fide, L. 256 : 6 : i,Ci Vhich iacreafcd his nett pro- 
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fits to L. 385 : J : 8. The Junior Chamberlaia received out of the 
profits of his Deputy, on the Receipt fide, L. 252 : 5 : 2 ; and on the 
Court fidet L. 274 : 6 : 10 ; which made his clear receipt L. 585 : 8 u 
10 d. The two Deputies on the Receipt fide have each of them an- 
cient falari^s ; the Senior Four amounting to L. 97 a-year ; the Ju- 
nior Three, together, L. 57 a-year : The firft lift of the Exchequer 
certificate contains them all. They are alfo entitled, -in eqiial moieties, 
to one fourth part (with fome trifling exceptions) of the fees taken 
in the Tally Court, of which the fhare of each Deputy was L. 190 
178. 5d. Each of them received a Treafury allowance for the tallies 
of loan, L. 70 : 13 : 3 ; and from the Paymafter- General of the 
Forces, a gratuity of L. 5 : 13:6. Thefe feveral items produced to 
the Senior L. 365 : 4 : 2, reduced by the payment of L: 18 : 15 ; 6 
for taxes, and £.. 70 to his Principal, to the clear fum of L. 276 : 5 s. 
8 d. ; and produced to the Junior L. 325 : 4 : 2, reduced by the pay- 
inent of L. 18 : 15 : 6 for taxes, to L. 306 : 8 : 8, of which fum he 
retained to his own ufe a falary of L. 50. Allowed him by his Prin- 
cipal for the execution of the office, the gratuity of L. 3 : 13:6, 
and a fum of about los.' more, making together L. 54 : 3 : 6 i the 
remainder, being L. 252 : ;" : 2, he paid to his Principal. 

An ancient Table regulates the fees taken in the Tally Court, and 
eftimates them either by the tally, or by the fum paid in. They arc 
received by the perfons who take away the tallies, and are divided (ot 
the moft part into four equal portions, ohe of which belongs to the 
Auditor and his Clerk, another to the Clerk of the Pells and his Clerk,, 
a third to the two Deputy Chamberlains on the Receipt fide, and the 
fourth to the Tally Cutter. 

The two Deputies on the Court fide have each an ancient falary 
of L.5 a-year inferted in the firft lift of the Exchequer certificate, 
and are entitled, in equal mqicties, to fees by accomptants for joining 
tallies according to an ancient Table, and eftimated either by the 
tally or the fum to be accounted for. The moiety of thefe fees was 
L. 261 : o : 7, and of the Treafury allowance for the tallies of loan 
■L.86 : 18': 9, together to each deputy L.352 : 19 : 4. Out of this 
fum, the Deputy to the Senior Chamberlain paid L.t6 : 2 : 6 for taxes,

execution of the office, and L. 12 : ibs. for the under clerk ; the re- 
fidue, being L. 256 : 6 : 10, he paid to his Principal. The like fhare 
of the Deputy to the Junior was reduced by the like payments for 
taxes, and L. 1 2 : los. to the clerk, to L.324 : 6 : 10; out of which re- 
taining his falary of L, 50, he paid the remaining' L. 274 : 6 : 10, to 
his Principal. The under clerk has only a falary of L. 25 a-year paid 
to him ^ut of the fees of the Deputies. 

* Tally Cutter. 

THE Tally Cutter is appointed by a Conftitution ifrom the Com- 
miflioners of the Treafury during pleafure. He executes no part of 
the bufincfa of this Office himfeif; his Deputy tranfads th^ whole of 
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St. He hai a (alary of L. 5 : los. a-year inferted in the firft lift of 
the Exchequer certificate».and received an allowance from the Treafury 
for the loan tallies of L.I4I : 6: 6f which two fumt are paid out of 
the Civil Lift : his fourth of the Tally Court fees amounted to 
1*. 366 : 7,: 10. Thefe fums making together L. 513 : 4 : 4^ were 
reduced by L.14: 12 : 9 paid for taxes, and L. ^7 : i : 3 allowed to 
his Deputy, to L.441 : 10 : 4 clear receipt. The Deputy, in addition 
to his (alary, received from the Uflier L.i : los. for grinding toolsi 
and L*i : 3 : 6 in gratuities, which made his neat receipt Li>59 : 14 : 9* 
The grofs charge of this Office, cogiiprehending all its divifions, h 
Xi. 2043 :4:6s to which the Public contributed I..7 : 76.; the Civil 
JLift, 1«*758 : 10 : 2; individuals, L.1277 .'7:4: the neat receipt was 
X*. 1 9 1 7 : 6 : 9. But to the expence created by this Office muft be 
added thofe portions of the Tally Court fees, and the Treafury allow- 
ances for the tallies of loan paid to the Auditor and the Clerk of 
the P'ells, amounting together to L.I02 1:58. included in the accocots 
of the profits of thofe officers ,* which added to the grofs fum of 
L. 2043 14:6, increafes the total expence of the Chamberlain'^

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Usher.

THE Urtier is appointed for life by Letters Patent^ with power tt 
exercife the office by Deputy ; which power it has been ufual for the 
Xlfher to make ufe of, and confequently the bufinefs of this Office is 
tranfa^led entirely by the Deputy. The Ufher receives feveral fmall half^ 
yearly fees or payments on different accounts enumerated in th^Returoy 
and amounting to L.{40 : 17:8; but ,his principal advantage is the 
profit he malccs by fupplying the Treafury and Exchequer with 
uationery and turnery ware, and feveral other articles, and the Ex- 
chequer with coals ; and by employing the workmen who do the re* 
pairs of the Exchequer, and the inlide of the Treafury. There is an 
ancient Table kept m the Offices of the Auditor and Ufher, which con- 
tains a long catalogue of the articles furnifhed by the Ufher, and a 
certain price, affined to each article* The Ufher is allowed, and.chargcs 
Government, for each article he furnifhes, at the rate dated in this 
Table : But this Table does not contain all the items he provides ; for 
fuch as are not included in it, he is allowed a profit of 40 f^r crnt.; and 
on the w6rkmen8 bills for repairs, he has a profit of three (hillings and 
fixpence in the pound* The total of thefe gains was h'S^S^ * 8 : 4^; 
and with his fees, made his grofs receipt L.5293 : 6 : o^. His gratuii* 
ties were, for taxes, L.476 : o : 5^; to his Deputy, a falary of L,*i^ 
and one third of the poundage on the bills; for repairs, L*234 : 4 : 6^ 
to the Clerk, a falary of L.50; and to him as Yeoman Ufher, 
L* 36 : 8 : 3 ; in fees, L* 46 : i8s.; and for incidental expence«t 
L.105 : 14 : 10: the amount of thefe dedu^ions is L.1093 • ^ •oif 
and his nctt receipt L. 4200. 

.' The Deputy received in fees from the ftatJoners and other«» 
X. 145 : 5 ; 1 1 J which added to his falary, and poundage on the work-

taxes, his nett receipt was L.519 : 10 : 5* The Clerk received in

Paymasters 5/* Ex cheqji er BilitS. 

TIjIIS Office is executed by three Paymafters, a Comptroller, aa 
Accoroptant, a Calhier, and two Clerks ; to which are added, a 
Houfe-keeper and MeiTenger, and occafional Affiftant Clerks* The 
Paymafters, the Comptroller, and the Houfe -keeper, are appointed by 
the Cooamiffioners of the Treafury by conftitution during pleafure ^ 
the reft of the Officers are ^appointed by the Paymafters thcmfelves. 

This Qffice is diftinguifhed from the reft, in, that the Of^cers, a» 
well as Clerks, are all paid by falaries only. No fee or gratuity 
whatever is taken by any of them, except a (mail annual fee of L X 
78, allowed the Accomptant for making up his year's accompt. Each 
Paymaftcr has an annual falary of L. 283 : 6 : 8, which has not va-^ 
ried fince the year 1736. He pays for himfelf and Clerks, L. 34 
38. 4d. for taxes, which reduced it to L. 249 : 3 : 4* The Comp- 
troller's falary is L. 350 a-year, reduced by the payment of L.41 
10 s. for taxes, to L. 308 : los. The (alaries of the reft are paid 
clear of dedu6lion3, as ftated in the Return, which is paid out of 
public funds. 

From the accompt of the contingent expences of this Office, there, 
were L. 169 : 17 : 7 paid alfo by the Public ; fo that the grofs ex- 
pence of this Office to the Public was L. 1 792 14:7; the nett pro- 
duce to the Officers was L. 1478 : 73. That the total amount of 
the expences, the receiving and ifluing of the public money at the 
receipt of his Majefty's Exchequer, may appear at one view, we 
have fubjoined in the Appendix an accompt of the totals of the groft 
9nd nett receipt by the Officers and Clerks in each of thefe branches 
of the Exchequer, with the dedu6lion8 paid thereout during the year 
1789 : From whence it appears, that the grofs fum received by all of 
them, in falaries, fees and gratuities, was L. 82,519 : 16:^, and 
the nett fum L. 75,863 : 19 : 3^ ; that L. Shi 5^ • ^^ • 5i ^^ P^»d 
by the Public, L. 8008:0:?!- out of the Civil Lift, L. 22,9^ 
158. 3d. by individuals, and L. 3867 : 12 : $1 for taxes. 

Such is the State of the falaries, fees apd gratuities; andfuch the 
authority under which they are paid and received in thefe Offices* 
But the Aft enjoins us a ftill farther duty : it commands us to report 
fuch regulations as it! our judgment (hall appear expedient to be efta- 
bliflied, in order that the duties, taxes, and monies granted, received^ 
*nd appropriated for the public fervice of this kingdom, may here- 
after 
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after he received and tffued In a maoaer the mdft beneficial and id- 
vantageous to the Public. 

Regulations to this end have in the progreCs of this inquirfy of« 
fered themfeWes to our judgment ; regulations tending; to introduce 
that fyliem of ftri6k oeconom^r in the admtniftration of the publit 
revenucy which the Legiflature has by the A6k determined to be ne- 
ceflary. By ftriA oeconomy» we apprehend^ is not meant fuch as 
either derogates from the honour and dignity of the Crown, or 
abridges the Senrant of the Public of the due reward of his induftry 
and abilities : w/e mean an oeconomy that fteers between extreme par- 
fimony on the one handy and profufion on the other ; that is con- 
fident with juftice, as well as prudence ; that gives to all their full 
due^ and to none more ; that lupports every ufeful and neceflary efla- 
blifhment) but cuts off and reduces every fupcrilaous and redundant 
cxpence. Some regulations built upon the principle of ceconomy 
thus defined, have for their objedlsi the offices, the officers, and 
their emoluments. 

An office of the higheft antiquity, that has fubiifted for ages under 
Its prefent form, that of the receipt and cuftody of the public treafure, 
upon the adminiftration of which depends the national credit and 
fafety of the realm : an office of fuch a defcription is entitled to ^he 
utmoft refpe^, and alterations in its eftabli/hment fhould be well 
weighed, and propofed with caution and diffidence. But as a change 
in the manners, cuftoms, and above all, in the finances of this nation 
fince the origin of this office, together with peculiar circumftances of 
the times, may render regu^tions neceflary, we have judged it a part 
of our duty to examine into the receipt of the Exchequer, with a view 
to an oeconomical reform. 

The Office of the Chamberlains of the Exchequer, however im- 
portant in anqient times, is at this day occupied principally in the 
bufinefs of the Tally, which is the official acquittance to pcrfons 
paying money in to the Exchequer. This acquittance has various 
formaTities, all calculated to prevent the poffibility of a forgery, by 
which the Accomptant might, on paffing his accompts, be difcharged 
of a fum he never paid. 

The Teller is obliged, as foon as he receives the money, to tranf- 
mit the bill by which he charges himfelf with that receipt, through 
the Pipe, into the Tally Court, where the following Officers attend : 
I/?, The Tally Writer, who is the Officer of the Auditor, and takes 
an account ot the fum, and writes it on both fides of the Tally de- 
fivered to him, with the fam cut upon it in notches by the Tally 
Cutter. 

zdfyt The Clerk of the Introitus, who is the Officer of the Pells, 
and records the receipt : And $dfyf The two Deputy Chamberlains 
on the receipt fide, who fplit the Tally, examine and compare the 
two parts with each other, ;ind with the entry by the Clerk of the 
Introitus. The Tally is delivered to the Accomptant; the Foil is 
delivered to, and kept by the Deputy Chamberlain on the Court 
fide, until the Accoipptant, being about to pafs his accompts, brings 
to thep the accompt of his payments into the Exchequer, with the 
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Tallies : Thefe Chamberlains examine the accompt, join the TalTiet 
with the Foils, mark both» certify upon the accompt that the Tallies 
are received and joined, deliver back his accompt to the Accomptanti . 
keep the Foil in the Office, and fend the Tally to the Clerk of the 
Pipe. In this operation Nine pcrfons arc concerned. 

It is undoubtedly true, that the public revenue cannot be too fafely 

fuarded againft fraud of every kind ; but if a mode of receipt caa 
e fubftituted fimilar to what is pra6lifed in other Offices, equally 
fecure, and at but little expence, fuch a mode demands attention. 
If, inftead of the Tally Couft, the Clerks of the Auditor and of 
the Pells were to attend the Office of the Tellers, as the Bank Clerk 
does now, and take an accompt of the fums as they are received ; 
if an indenttd check receipt of each fum was made out, compared' 
with the entries, and marked with an Intratur by the one Officer^ 
and a Recordatur by the other ; if this receipt was produced with 
the accompt ^before it is pafled and examined with the counterfoil^ 
and the accompt compared with the entries in the Office either of 
the Auditor or tl^e Pells, and the truth of it certified by that Of- 
ficer ; a check thus fenced, feems to be as effe^ually fecured againd 
forgery as the Tally, is a mode more fimple, and can be tranladled 
by a Single Clerk. %Nor is this check unknown in the Exchequer; the 
bills that are iflued every year to a great amount both in number 
and value, are guarded by the check indenture and counterfoil. 

The other bufinefs of this Office may without injury to the Public 
be eafil^ transferred elfe where. The cuftody of one of the keys to the 
Tellers chefts, ' the number of which ought not to be diminished, 
may be committed to the Auditor ; and the cuftody of the ftandard 
weights and meaiiires, and of the ftandard pieces of gold and filver^ 
caufing little trouble, and' that but feldom, to any other Office in the 
Exchequer. Seeing, therefore, no utility accruing to the Public from 
the* Office of the Chamberlains beyond the labour of a fingle clerk» 
but on the contrary a confiderable charge incurred annually in fup- 
porting two Chamberlains and a Tally Cutter, three flnecures, at 
tbe expence in the year i7f>o, of L. 1412 : 2 : lo, and the whole 
Office at the expence of L. 3064 : 9 : 6, we are of opinion, that 
public prud^ce requires the fuppreffion of this Office, and the fub- 
ftitution of another kind of receipt in the place of the Tally. 

The chief, if not^only prefent duty of the tJfher, is to fupply the 
Treafury and Exchequer with ftationery and turnery ware^ and a va* 
n'ety of other articles, and the Exchequer with coals, and to provide 
workmen for certain repairs : he is as it were a factor to thefe Offices, 
for particular neceflaries, on all which he has a profit. The amount 
oi, the Foui;JLiberates, which contained all the articles provided by 
Urn, with the\)ills for repairs, in the year 1780, was L« 14,440 : 3 : 6, 
out of which the profits to the Ufher were L. 5252 : 8 : 4 ; fo that 
fuppofing^ all thefe articles could have been purchafed, and the repairs 
done as cheap without the intervention of the Ufher, (and no reafon 
appears why they might not), the Public paid 1^14,440:3 : 6 for 
what were really worth but L. 9187 :|5 : 2 ; that is, near ^oper cenU 
more than they would have paid had no fuch Office exifted as that of 
thcUflicr. 

As 
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At wfattarer is wanted for public ufe* fhould be purcbafcd at tbe firft 
lands and at as cheap a rate as may be, we think it neceflary for the 

CMic intereft that the Office of the Ufher of the Exchequer Hioold 
di&ontinuedy as expenfive' and unneceiTary ; and that every principid 
Officer fhould procure all articles requifite for his own depart mcnt» 
mnd for that purpofe be paid by the Public an annnal allowance pro- 

fortioned to the wants of his Office ; a method now pradiifed in the 
iaymafter General's Office* and in various other Offices. 

The Tellers is one Office, at the head of which are placed Four 
Officers independent of each other, each prefiding over his own diftin£i 
dijrifion, but none of them contributing to the execution of any part 
of the bufinefs. It is expedient, that in an Office of this importance, 
fone perfon of rank and refponiibility ihould preiide, to fuperintend, 
dired, and control the execution, with an appointment adequate to 
his confequence and ftation in tbe official fcale, leaving to fubordinate 
officers and minifters the laborious detail of the execution ; but no 
advantage is derived to the Public from placing four inoperative of- 
ficers ar the head of this one Office. 

Judging then, as we muH do, folely by the rule of public frugality, 
and fuppofing the Nation to ftand in need of every pradiicable re* 
trenchment, and confequently to require the redu£tion of every ufeleis 
and expenfive office, we are led ncceflarily to conclude^ that as the 
public feryice receives no affiftance or advantage from the labours of 
the Tellers, aqd the public treafure will find a confiderable increafe 
from their emoluments, the public intereft requires their number fhould 
be reduced. ^ 

Whatever reafons there may be for continuing ^thefe and other of- 
fices mentioned above ; whether drawn from policy or< expedience, 
as a refource for the reward of ferviees, in preference to penfions ; or 
firom juftice, for continuing them during the lives of the prefent pof- 
feffqrs only in favour of the rights, of private property ; or .whether 
it would be proper to change them again from offices' for life to of- 
fices during pleafure ; &11 thefe are topics not within the limits -of 
our commiifion, but for the difcoffion of the LegiOature, whofe deli- 
berations comprehend arguments drawn from every fource ;. but in 
whatever fhape they may be permitted to continue, every reafon of 
prudence demands the redu6iion of their emoluments, from an excefs, 
to a reafqnable limited ftandard. 

There are like wife in this Office of the Tellers,* four officers under 
the denomination of Second Clerks, who are merely nominal, with;- 
out attendance, without bufinefs, care, or trouble ; but they ha^a fees^ 
and to no inconfiderable amount. In the year 1780, the total, of them 
was L« 5518 : 8 : 4, and were either paid to, or to the ul||pf the per- 
fons named to thefe offices, or increafed the profits oMbe TcUera 
themfelves* 

Whatever pretenfioos a Superior Officer may have to an exempttoa 
from duty and ferviec, a Sinecure is repugnant to the idea of the 
condition of a Clerk in Office ; and therefore we are of oplnfon, jthat 
common fenfe requires the fugpreffioa of the offices of the Second 
Clerks to the Tellers.

^e emoluinehts of tbefe Offices are raD|;id tiUd^r tlie hciiii of 
ia1arie8» fees, and gratuities* From cxamiDation into the ilate of tht 
falaries, many of them appear to be made up of a Tariety^ and fome* 
times of very fmall payments arifing out of different funds ; all 
mrhich is Contrary to ^at fimplicity and regtilarity that ought to b« 
obferved fn every Officey and may be caiily correded by a regulation 
liereafter propofed. 

The F^s are cither fums paid for tr^nfa^^ing particular kinds of 
official buiinefs) or a poundage : the firft fort of fees fall, in many 
cafes* Very heavy upon individuals ; in fome cafes they fall upon the 
Public* It would be much for the benefit of both* as well as for the 
honour of Government* that all perfons employed in the public fer« 
^cci and who muft of neceffity have recourfe to Offices for inftruc- 
tions* indrOments* and other official bufinefs eflential to the executioa 
of their employments* fhould be fumiihed with all neceflary materials^ 
mnc^ave their bufinefs done in every Office without fee or reward; the 
regulation herein after fuggefted* will* if adopted* be attended with 
this c;ood effe^. 

Tne Poundage is the moll fruitful fouree of fees to moft of the fu- 
perior> and, to fome of the inferior officers: it is a payment after 
fome certain rate in the pound* upon the fum received or ifiuedj or 
contained fn fome official inftrument made out in the Office^ apd de- 
livered to the fame perfon applying. 

In ancient times, when the tranfadion was an aAual delivery of 
noney* and that money confided of coin of various denominations and 
▼alue* and poffibly dipt* or of doubtful weight* the trouble and at- 
tention of the perfon employed in the receipt or payment* increafed 
with the fum ; and therefore* the poundage was « mode of reward that: 
bore a proportion to the labour : But in thefe times* when all money 
tranfa£lion8 are carried on by the medium of ca(h* not by the tale or 
weight of current coin* but by the fubfUtution of paper* by cafh-notes* 
drafts* or bills to any amount* fince the cleajr ^^^ concife method of , 
the debtor and creditor accompt has been fo univerfally introduced to 
prafttce* an increafe in the magnitude of the fums* though to vaft a* 
mount* is the addition of a few figures* or of a few entries only, 
and the incrieafe of trouble arifing from it is too inconfiderable to be 
cftimated. The examination of Mr Cowper* who attends daily at 
the Exchequer on the part of the Bank* mews with what eafe* per- 
fpicuity and exadtnefs* the various and mod extenfive receipts and 
payments of the public revenue are tranfaded there by the intervene 
tton of the Bank* with whom the principal Offices of Receipt* and 
feveral of the greater Accomptants* keep their ca(h. The tranfa&ions 
there* of each day* are carried on* not in coin told or weighed bj 
the Tellers* but by. the interchange of cafii-notes* or by the bare 
entries of the fums received and paid ; and that accompt being made 
tip* when the tranfadkions of the day. are finidied* the balance only is 
cither taken out of* or depofited in the Tellers cheds* iti Exchequer 
IxUs, or labelled bags of cafh* according as that balance turns out in 
|avo4ir of or agaiaft ^hc Bank. 
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Bcfides this facility in eondudinpr money-tranfadiontf t ootirfe of 
years has introduced, and very rapidly within thefe few years, another 
alteration mod fenfibly felt in this payment by poundage* In itsefta- 
bltfhment, the revenue of this kingdom was not coniiderable, and the 
profits of the poundage exceeded not the earnings of the Officer ; but 
in thefe later times, the neceffities of the State have required a re* 
venue far beyond the imagination of our anceflors. In the year under 
contemplation, the receipt of the Exchequer was L. 31,821,195, the 
iflue L. 30,384,838, on near fixteen millions, was a poundage paid to 
different branches of that Office, amoutiting, as much of it as could be 
extra^ed from the returns, and which is not the whole, to I.. 62,225*9 
of which much the greateft part was paid to Officers for tranfadilng 
cither very little or no bufincfs at all. The total of the emoluments 
iiccruing in that year to the tneffe<Siive Officers of Exchequer, amount* 
ed to L. 45»332. 

But the excefs of this poundage reaches beyorid the fuperior clafs; 
it fwelled the profits of a fingle officer, not the Principal in the de- 
partment, to a fum nearly equal to whatfupported 3n entire Office of 
eqnal expenditure for the whole year. The nett a^lual receipt of the 
Cafhier alone, in the Pay-office of the Army, was L. 71 75 : 19 : 6. 
The nett receipt of the whole Pay-office of the Navy, was L. 7938 ^ 
ahd it would have been inferior to that of the Caflu'er, had he, at the 
time of his examination, received the whole of his income for that 
year. 

Since then, on the one hand, the improvements of the agc^ have 
taken away the foundation upon which the fpecies of reward waa 
built, it is but reafonable the fupcrftrudurc (honJcJ fali with it ; and, 
on the other hand, the cxieencies of the age having converted what 
was defigned to be the reward of induftry, into the means of render- 
ing fome offices lucrative to exrefs, and of fupporting others that are 
ufelefs to the Public ; the Subjeft has a right to be relieved of that 
burden ; and therefore all poundage fees of every kind focver, ihould 
be fuppreffed, and totally abolifhed : And of this opinion was the 
Privy Council ; who, by their order'in the year 1695, above alluded, 
to, fhewed their fcnfe of a poundage, by d'reftiT>g it, in inftance^ 
therein mentioned, to be fupprtfTed in the Office of the Treafuref 
of the Nary. 

The remaining head is. that of Gratnlties ; a fpecies of emolument 
very liable to abufe. It may be a reward for civility, favour, or 
; extra fervice ; it may be alfo the purchafe of undue preference, expe- 
dition, and, in fome cafes, procraftination Flowing, at firf?", from the 
liberality of cJpulcnce, the oflentation of vanity, or the deiign of cun- 
ning, it very foon afTumes the name of cuftom, and becomes a claimf 
fubmitted to, to avoid the imputation of meannefs, and frequently toi 
the great inconvenience of contracted circuraftances | nor is it con 
fined to individuals only, the public pay their (liare. In the payments 
out of the dedu<5^i6n8 of twelve- pence in the pound, there are two ar- 
ticles, making L,653: 12 ; 8, diftributed by the Paymafler General 
ef the Forces in gratuities. The public voice unites with that of in- 

dividttalf

dividuals in demanding a fuppreiGon of a fpecres'of emolamei^t lb 
eafily perverted to purpofes injurious to the intcreft of both. 

But there is one other fort of gratuity that requires particular ob* 
iervation ; that is, what is paid to the Officers and Clerks in the Pay- 
office of the NaTy and Army for carrying on and making up the ac* 
compts of the Treafurer and Pay mafter- General after Jieir refigna- 
tion. It (hoyld feem, that in every office of accompts, the balancing 
the books every year, and as foon a^ poffible after th:: expiration of 
that year, is a duty incumbent upon the perfons employe \ in that office; 
or difficulty, confu6on, and ignorance of the real ftate of their accompta 
muft enfue. It is an efFential part of their conftant yearly bufinefs, for 
which their annual ftipends are, or (hould be, an adequate reward ; and 
the Prefiding Officer is bound to fee that this bufinefs is done.-*-But 
in thefe two Offices, a different fyftem has prevailed. During the time 
the Treafurer or Paymafter General has continued in office, not one 
of his years accompts has been ever made up : And it has been the 
interefl: of the Officers not to make them up : if they had, it muft 
have been confidered as a part of their official bufinefs, and paid for 
their yearly emoluments ; btkt by delaying it for ten or fifteen years, 
they crave on the ground of cuftom, and obtain of the Treafu'ry, a 
ipecial allowance for this bufinefs, as for extra fervice they were not 
bound to perform. — The final accompts of Lord Holland ending ia 
June 1765 are at length near being clofed, and the Treafury allow- 
mnce for making them up craved and allowed. This recent tranfadlioup 
completed fince the iffuing our precept for an accompt of thefe allow* 
ances, ponfifts of the Memorial to the Treafury by the A6):ing Exe- 
cutor of Lord Holland ; in the d|ftribution of L. 11,320 amongft the 
officers, and the fum of Li,^66$:io:6 for incidental charges, craved 
by the Memorial ; and his Majefty's warrant authorifing thefe allow- 
ances. If the profits of this office laft year equalled the profits of 
the preceding year, as they probably did, the addition of this allow- 
ance would have increafed the a6lual neat receipt of the whole office 
to L. 34,881 : 1 : 8, and that of the Caihier only to L. 9825 : 19 : 6, 
and if he had received all his fees, to L. 1 1,039 * '5^* — ^^^ Memo- 
rial ilates thefe accompts to be intricate and voluminous, and to 
amount to abo^e L. 4,590,000 ; notwithfianding which, they have 
been made up by the Officers and Clerks mentioned in the diftribution, 
without any expence (o the Pubh'c for additional affiftance or allow- 
ance. If they have been made up in the courfe of thefe laft years, the 
]oad of annual, current bufinefs in this Office during the time of Lord 
[Holland, could have been no impediment to their being made up at 
that time, or foon after his refignation, and with much greater eafe, 
whild the tranfaAions were recent and frefh in their memories. 

There ftill remain to be made up, the accompts of four Treafurers 
of the Navy, to the amount of L.58, 944,588; and of three Paymafters 
Oeneral of the Forces, amounting to L. 4,666,875, exclufive.of the 
Treafurer and Paymafter General in office : To the firft of whom has 
been iffued, to the 30th of September 1780, L. 16,781,217 ; and to 
the latteo to the end of the fame year, L. 43)253,911 ; and not one

the Navy L. 75972598059 aod of the money iflued to the Army 
In 47,92097869 together L*i 23964695^1 9 not including L.i096479i88 
iflued to the Navy, and L* 89 1 2 19000 to the Army, to the end of the 
laft year, is as yet unaccounted for. And for the making up of thefs 
mccomptSt if this cuftom is to continue. Nine more gratuities are to 
be craved of the Public* How much9 then, does it behove them, that 
this evil ihould be correAcd 1-^ an evil that furnifhes another weighty 
reafon in addition to thofe urged in -our former Reports, for proceed- 
ing immediately to bring forward the long Arrears in the Accompts 
of thefe Offices* in order for their fpeedy completion* 
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
